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Iraq diverts Tigris water 


BAGHDAD (R) — Part of Iraq’s Tigris River has been diverted 
through tunnels to start filling a huge earth dam near the northern 
city of Mosul as archaeologists work to uncover treasures in an 
area that will be flooded. Irrigation Minister Abdul Wahib Mah- 
moud Abdullah, quoted by the English-language Baghdad Obs- 
erver newspaper, said the dam, expected to be completed in 1 986, 
would generate electricity equivalent to a quarter of Iraq's present 
energy output. The Observer said eight teams — from Britain, 
Japan’ and France — had started to excavate sites on the eastern 
bank of the Tigris, where there are about 190 old mounds and 
treasures dating back nearly 5.500 years. The dam, which will also 
be used to reclaim a wide area of land now irrigated only by rain 
water, is being built by the West German-ItaJian Mosul dam 
company at an expected eventual total cost of $2 billion.' . 
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Tunisia sentences former minister 

TUNIS (R) — Fugitive former Interior Minister Driss Guiga was 
found guilty of high treason Saturday and sentenced by the high 
court to 10 years forced labour and five years in prison, to run 
concurrently. Mr. Guiga had been charged for offenses during the 
bread riots" which swept Tunisia in January. He was accused of 
negligence, misleading President Habib Bourguiba about the ser- 
iousness of the riots and exploiting the violence to further Ills 
political career. The court also withdrew Mr. Guiga's civil and 
political rights and ordered his assets seized. Mr. Guiga. who was 
dismissed after the riots, is currently living in London and was 
tried in absentia. Former Director-General cf Police Abdul 
Hamid Sekhiri. an associate of Mr. Guiga's who v.'is present in the 
dock, was sentenced to five years in prison and loss of civil rights 
for complicity. The high court acquitted former Tunis police chief 
Ezzeddinc Driss. who was facing the same charge as Mr. Sekhiri. 
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Paris says no plans 
for Mitterrand 
to meet Arafat 

AMMAN (J.T.J — The French 
government has denied that a 
meeting has been planned bet- 
ween French President Francois 
Mitterrand and Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) Cha- 
irman Yasser Arafat during Mr. 
Mitterrand’s scheduled visit to 
Jordan next month. A French 
External Affairs Ministry spo- 
kesman, commenting on an Ass- 
ociated Press report Friday that 
PLO officials were working with 
the French government on a pla- 
nned Mitterrand- Arafat meeting, 
said in Paris: “There is no project 
of a meeting between President 
Mitterrand and the leader of the 
PLO, Yasser Arafat, on the occ- 
asion of the visit of the French 
head of state to Jordan from July 
9-1 1.” 

3 U.S. airmen 
die in Sinai crash 

TEL AVIV (R) — Three U.S. 
airmen serving with a mul- 
tinational peacekeeping force in 
Sinai were killed when their hel- 
icopter crashed in the area during 
a routine maintenance flight, a 
spokesman for the force said Sat- 
urday. An investigation has been 
ordered to determine the cause of 
the crash Friday, which occurred 
about 15 kilometres north of Ras 
Natzrani in the southern Sinm 
Desert, he added. The 10-nation. 
3.200-strong force has been sta- 
tioned in the Sinai to act as a buf- 
fer between Egypt and Israel since 
Israel withdrew its forces from the 
area under the Camp David acc- 
ords in April 1982. 

Fahd meets Numeiri 

BAHRAIN (R) — King Fahd of 
Saudi Arabia and visiting Sud- 
anese President Jaafar Numeiri 
met in the Holy City of Mecca Fri- 
day night, the Saudi Press Agency 
reported. It quoted the S3udi lea-' 
der as telling reporters after the 
meeting that they had discussed 
issues which would benefit Islam 
and the Islamic Nation, as well as 
bilateral relations.

Uruguayan leader 
held under arrest 

MONTEVIDEO (R) — Naval 
officials Saturday boarded a vessel 
bringing Uruguayan opposition 
leader Wilson Ferreira Aldunate 
home from 1 1 years in exile and 
held him under arrest, a Reuter 
correspondent on board the ship 
said. Julio Villaverde. reporting 
from the Argentine ship Ciudad 
de Mar del Plata, said the leader 
was confined to his cabin and only 
his family was being allowed to sec 
him. Live radio reports from the 
ship said earlier the naval officials 
boarded from patrol boats cfF 
Montevideo harbour and ordered 
the captain to head for the fas- 
hionable resort of Punta del Esie. 
four hours by sea from the capital.

Baghdad sets terms for 
acceptance of Iranian offer 


BAHRAIN (Agencies) — Iraq Saturday 
made the acceptance of an Iranian offer to 
halt attacks on Gulf shipping contingent on 
the re-opening of Iraqi ports and accused 
Tehran of violating a four-day-old ceasefire 
covering civilian and residential areas in the 
two warring states. 


Iraqi Information Minister Latif 
Nassif AJ Jassem was responding 
to Friday's statement by the inf- 
luential speaker of Iran's Majli- 
(parliament). Hojatoleslam Ali 
Akbar Hashemi Rafsanjani. who 
said Iran would not fire one shot 
“if Iraq stopped the attacks." 

Mr. Jassem. quoted by the Iraqi 
News Agency fINA). said acc- 
eptance of United Nations Res- 
olution 540. which calls for fre- 
edom of navigation in the Gulf, 
was the key to a ceasefire in its 
waters. 

Iraq's attacks on shipping hea- 
ding for Iran's Kharg Island oil . 
terminal pose a threat to Tehran’s 
oil lifeline. Iraq's own oil exports 
through the Gulf have cut off since 
the war started in September 1 980 
and its ports were closed. 

Mr. Jassem said the Iranian sta- 
tement was unclear, adding "till 
now he (Rafsanjani) has said not- 
hing new." 

"If he means to prohibit Iraq 
from striking Iranian ships wit- 
hout giving full guarantee for 
Iraq's right to use its ports and 
waterways and its legitimate right 
to free navigation... then Iraq rej- 
ects that completely and will con- 
tinue striking,” he said. 

Mr. jassem said the U.N. res- 
olution “ guarantees the rights and 
interests of all parties” and should 
be adhered to. 

" If Iran wishes to express a new 
attitude, its officials must define 


precisely and with full clarity their 
attitude to the resolution." he 
added. 

Iraq said Iasi February it was 
imposing the sea blockade on Iran 
to prevent Tehran from using sea 
ports in the Gulf that are "the 
main resources financing its con- 
tinued aggression against Iraq.” 

The four-month sea blockade 
has crippled at least 36 Iranian. 
Arab and Foreign ships trying to 
approach Iranian ports, according 
to the Iraqi count. 

Iran responded to the siege by 
raiding four Kuwaiti and Saudi oil 
tankers in the Gulf. The escalation . 
threatens the flow of oil shipments 
from the Gulf, through which the 
non-communist world imports 
about 20 per cent of its crude. 

Iran denies its planes have att- 
acked ships, despite repeated acc- 
usations by Iraq and the Arab 
countries that support Iraq in its 
45-month-old war with Iran. 

Iraq reports shelling 

Later Saturday, an Iraqi mil- 
itary spokesman told the INA that 
the border town of Sayyed Sadeq 
had been hit by 15 shells between* 
9.50 a.m. and 11.45 a.m. (0550 
and 0745 GMT). 

He said “Iraq will retaliate the 
same if the Iranians continue to 
violate the accord.” 

Saudi Arabia said Saturday that 
Tehran’s acceptance of the agr- 


eement. which went into effect 
early Tuesday, was “a positive 
start worthy of encouragement.’’ 

A commentary on state- run 
Riyadh Radio said: "This will help 
create a good atmosphere for rhe 
currently active international eff- 
orts to stop the Iran-lraq war alt- 
ogether.’' (Kuwait welcomes acc- 
ord, page 2) 

Iran made no mention of any 
shelling incidents on civilian areas 
by either side ia its daily war 
communique, although it reported 
heavy artillery exchanges on the 
southern front. 

Iraqi Foreign Minister Tareq 
Aziz, meanwhile, sent a message 
to U.N. Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar informing him of 
Baghdad's acceptance of mea- 
sures he had taken concerning 
supervision of the agreement to 
halt attacks on towns. 

The INA said Mr. Aziz had inf- 
ormed Mr. Perez de Cuellar of the 
violation of the agreement rep- 
orted by the military spokesman 
Saturday, reiterating his request 
for a team to check such incidents. 

Under the U.N. plan, teams 
consisting of one senior official 
from the U.N. secretariat and 
three military officers from the 
U.N. Truce Supervision Org- 
anisation will supervise the cea- 
sefire. 


High security in Baghdad 

Reuter adds from Baghdad: Sec- 
urity checks were stepped sharply 
up on the streets of Baghdad Sat- 
urday and diplomats said they bel- 
ieved the authorities were sea- 
rching for a group of infiltrators, 
from Iran. 

Armed security me a were seen 
stopping cars on approach roads' 
to the city and in several dow- 


ntown areas, checking the ide- 
ntities of drivers. 

The measures were a noticeable 
increase on the normal level of 
security in the Iraqi capital. 

Diplomats said they had reports 
of an apparent bomb attack on a 
security police headquarters this 
week, but had no details of any 
casualties. 

The Iraqi government has 
waged a ruthless underground war 
against suicidal guerrilla attacks 
and bombings by the fanatical AJ 
Da'awa AJ Islamiya (Islamic call) 
group. 

Diplomats said the • gov- 
ernment’s clampdown had been 
highly effective but the new sec- 
urity moves indicated a new gue- 
rrilla cell had been detected. 

The diplomats said they bel- 
ieved the security forces were hun- 
ting for a group of infiltrators who 
have slipped into the country from 
Iran. 

There has been no official sta- 
tement on the security checks. 

Self-confessed agents have tes- 
tified on state television that they 
were recruited and trained in Iran 
for attacks on foreign diplomatic 
missions, government targets and 
offices of countries hated by Iran’s 
radical rulera. 

Diplomats believe most recruits 
to pro- Iranian guerrilla groups 
enter Iraq across the wilds of nor- 
thern Kurdestan, where the pre- 
sence of neither the Baghdad or 
Tehran governments is strong and 
rival groups of Kurdish guerrillas 
roam. 

After a spate of bombings in 
1982 and 1983 guerrilla activity 
has abated, although the British 
Council building was bombed last 
March. There was only one injury 
in the blast and the wounded man 
was detained by the security for- 
ces, diplomats said.

5 Israelis wounded 
in Suicide explosion 


BEIRUT (R) — Lebanon's two 
i top leaders met Saturday to pre- 
pare for Syrian Vice-President 
Abdul Halim Khaddam' s for- 
thcoming visit aimed at rec- 
I onciling feuding Lebanese min- 
1 isters. government sources said. 

The cabinet has been paralysed 
by deep divisions despite receiving 
a vote of confidence and special 
powers from parliament on Tue- 
sday. and President Amin Gem- 
ayel called on Mr. Khaddam to 
help resolve the differences. 

The sources said the thorniest 
issue, that of the reorganisation of 
the army, figured high in Sat- 
urday's talks between Mr. Gem- 
ayel and Prime Minister Rashid 
Karami. 

The army, traditionally dom- 
inated by Maroniie Christians, 
split largely along sectarian lines 
in February. Before the army is 
re-united. Muslim ministers want 
radical changes to control Mar- 
onite power, but the Maronites 
are resisting them. 

After the meeting Saturday. 
Mr. Karami refused to specify 
when Mr. Khaddam would arrive. 
The Syrian official was originally 
expected before the weekend, but 
the press said Saturday his arrival 
was now anticipated Sunday or 
Monday. 

Syria, which has an estimated 


40.000 soldiers in north and east 
Lebanon, engineered Lebanon's 
shift away from reliance on the 
United States ‘and made it clear 
that Mr. Karami was its choice for 
prime minister, before he was cho- 
sen on April 26. 

The Syrian government new- 
spaper Tishrin said in an editorial 
Saturday it was eager for the imp- 
lementation of the government's 
programme which parliament 
approved, and it warned against 
any attempts to the contrary. 

"Syria is anxious to support this 
government, and when the que- 
stion concerns the people of Leb- 
anon. there is no limit to Syria’s 
sacrifices." the newspaper said. 

"Syria will not permit security 
or political setbacks in Lebanon 
and will not allow the Zionisers to 
commit more crimes against Leb- 
anon in the interests of Israel. In 
this. Syria will use every means 
and will deploy all it possesses to 
implement this national task." the 
paper added. 

Mr. KaramPs top priorities, 
shared by Syria, is to expel Israeli 
troops from South Lebanon. 

The Israelis face the Syrians in 
southeast Lebanon, and another 
Syrian paper warned Saturday 
that Israel was reinforcing its tro- 
ops there in preparation for an 
attack on Syrian forces. 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — A suicide 
commando, driving a car laden 
with explosives, rammed into an 
Israeli armoured vehicle near the 
Zahrani oil refinery in South Leb- 
anon Friday, killing himself and 
wounding five Israeli soldiers ser- 
iously. 

Various news agencies quoted 
eyewitnesses as saying the attack 
was aimed at a convoy of three 
Israeli armoured vehicles and Isr- 
aeli ambulances pulled out the five 
wounded soldiers from the wreck - 
of one Israeli vehicle. 

The explosion left a large crater 
in the road and blew the vehicle 20 
metres away, they said. 

They said Israeli troops sum- 
moned cranes to put it back on the 
road and move it loan nearby veh- 
icle repair and maintenance 
depot. 

At the depot, reporters saw a 
troop carrier badly crushed on the 
right side and Israeli mechanics at 
work repairing it. 

After the attack, which spread 
fragments of the car 100 metres in 
all directions, troops in the patrol 
opened fire into the orchards and 
along the road, hitting a passing 
pick-up truck but missing its dri- 
ver. the eyewitnesses said. 

Reports telephoned by Sidon- 
based newsmen and Beirut Radio 


said Israeli troops cordoned off 
the area of the blast and called in 
helicopters to fly out the wounded 
soldiers. 

An Israeli army officer at the 
scene told reporters the attack was 
what he called a “ Khomeinis! " 
suicide operation, but there were 
no visible traces of any driver. 

The officer confirmed that the 
troop carrier was damaged and 
that several soldiers were wou- 
nded. 

Beirut Radio said the blast 
"ripped the Israeli armoured por- 
sonel carrier (APC) along with 
the car-bomb to shreds and ser- 
iously damaged another APC in 
the Israeli patrol.” 

The Israeli military command in 
Tel Aviv confirmed that five Isr- 
aeli soldiers were wounded. But 
its communique referred to the 
car-bomb as a Lebanese vehicle 
that exploded “while passing" 
three Israeli armoured carriers, 
killing the car’s driver. 

Lebanese resistance forces att- 
ack Israeli patrols almost daily, 
either with remote-controlled 
bombs planted by the side of the 
road or by ambushing them with 
rifles and grenades. 

The last car bomb in South Leb- 
anon exploded in the village of 
Deir Janoun An-Nahr near Tyre 
in April. 


1 killed as Soweto blacks mark uprising anniversary 


SOWETO. South Africa (Age- 
ncies) — A black man was killed 
Saturday in an explosion in a cou- 
ntry town as blacks across South 
Africa commemorated the ann- 
iversary of a bloody uprising aga- 
inst the white minority gov- 
ernment eight years ago in which 
500 people died. 

South African Television said 
the man died early Saturday eve- 
ning when a blast rocked a court 
building in Bethal. 120 kilometres 
east of Johannesburg. 

It ga- r .to further details and it 
was unclear whether the incident 
was connected to the day of rem- 
embrance, which was marked by 
church services in a number of 


black townships. 

Elsewhere, four policemen 
were slightly injured in the cape 
province town of Graaf-Reinert 
when they clashed with 60 stone- 
pelting youngsters. Twenty-seven 
people were arrested. 

Police, who put on a show of 
strength in Johannesburg' s black 
township of Soweto, clashed with 
about 200 youths as they left a 
service attended by some 3.000 
people. 

The crowd chanted and waved 
clenched fists at the police and 
some threw stones. Police used 
tear power to disperse them and 
four people were held for que- 
stioning. 


An unusually heavy police pre- 
sence — riot police with armoured 
personnel carriers and dog han- 
dlers stood guard at the main 
Soweto church — provoked pro- 
tests from black leaders. 

The crowd, pan of about 2,000 
people who attended a service at 
the Regina Mundi Cathedral, had 
gathered outside after a four-hour 
service. 

A Reuter correspondent, taken 
with other journalists in an arm- 
oured vehicle, saw the youths gat- 
hered by the side of the church 
chanting slogans and waving cle- 
nched fists at police. 

After about 10 minutes, during 
which a few stones were thrown at 


the police, two police landrovcrs 
charged the crowd with tea- 
rpowder belching from revolving 
roof attachments. 

The crowd immediately dis- 
persed down a side street followed 
by the police vehicles. 

Most of the rest of the crowd left 
the church to go home peacefully. 

The clash occurred 100 metres 
from Regina Mundi Cathedral, 
scene of violence on previous ann- 
iversaries of the 1976 riots that ; 
left several hundred dead. It was 
the first violence reported Sat- 
urday as thousands of blacks att- 
ended similar memorial services 
across South Africa.

Egypt asks 
Iranian 
defectors 
to leave 

CAIRO (Agencies) — Egyptian 
authorities have asked eight Ira- 
nian defectors who landed in sou- 
thern Egypt in a commandeered 
navy plane Friday to leave the cou- 
ntry with their plane, a top gov- 
ernment official said Saturday. 

The official, who spoke on con- 
dition he not be named, told rep- 
orters that authorities were hel- 
ping the Iranians, five military off- 
icers and three civilians, with con- 
acts to find haven in another cou- 
ntry. 

As of evening Saturday, more 
than 24 hours after the defectors 
landed at the airport of Luxor, a 
city 720 kilometres south of Cairo, 
their Fokker-27 plane was still 
parked on the tarmac of an air 
force base adjoining tlic civilian 
airport. 

The Iranians were In military 
custody at the base, according to 
Luxor airport traffic controllers. 

“There is no intention lu accept 
any request Irora them to stay in 
Egypt or to be granted political 
asylum,” the top official said, imp- 
lying that such a request had been 
made and rejected. 

Tl*e 'fiddle East News Agency 
Friday night denied the Iranians 
had sought political asylum. 

The state-owned Cairo new- 
spaper Al Gomhouria. in its early 
editions Saturday, quoted unn- 
amed sources as saying the Ira- 
nians had requested asylum. Bnt 
the newspaper backtracked in its 
final editions. 

“None of the passengers on tbe 
plane requested asylum in Egypt 
but they said they opposed the reg- 
ime of (Iranian leader Ayatollah) 
Khomeini/' Al Gomhouria said. 

“The plan now is for the Ira- 
nians to leave with their plane after 
refuelling," the official said Sat- 
urday. “Any humanitarian ass- 
istance they request, such as food 
and water supplies, will be ext- 
ended.” 

He did not specify when the der- 
ectors would depart. 

Unconfirmed reports earlier 
said the plane’s captain. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hussain Gha- 
derman, tried to telephone the 
Swedish embassy in Cairo bnt fai- 
led because of bad lines. 


society.

nf the political and organisational 
issues already discussed in Algiers 
and Aden." 

"We are confident our next 
meeting will lead to an historic 
declaration that will open the way 
for a new phase to restore PLO 
unity." he said. 

Representatives of four com- 
mando groups known as the 
"democratic alliance" recently 
held talks in Algiers and Aden 
with the PLO’s mainstream Fateh 
group after mediation by South 
Yemen and Algeria. 

The l’LO split began last year 
after Fateh rebels, supported by 
Syria and Libya, accused Yasser 
Arafat, who heads both Fateh and 
the PLO. of being too moderate in 


efforts to regain Arab terriron 
now occupied by Israel. 

There was no immediate com- 
ment from Fateh on Mr. AbJ 
Rabbo' s remarks. 

Mr. Arafat’s Fateh rep- 
resentative at the reconciliation 
talks in Aden earlier this week 
said that, despite mediation by 
South Yemen and Algeria, there 
had been no agreement on pol- 
itical nr organisational matters.

Sudan reports rebel 
bid to smuggle fighters 


CAIRO (AP) — Some 300 rebels 
were arresred and an und- 
etermined number died as Sud- 
anese troops foiled an attempt by 
south Sudan insurgents to mgglc 
5.000 recruits into nc^nOouring 
Ethiopia for training, Sudanese 
military officials said Saturday. 

In a dispatch (rom the Sudanese 
capital Khartoum. Egypt's Middle 
East News Agency quoted an uni- 
demified official of Sudan's mil- 
itary command as saying 300 rec- 
ruits hud been arrested and an 
unspecified number drowned dur- 
ing the attempt, which took place 
in the southern province of L'pper 
Nile. 

The reference to drowning app- 
eared to indicate that the attempt 
to cross the border was made by 
river boat, but no mention was 
made of when the incident took 


place. 

An 80 kilometre stretch of the 
Sobat tributary of the White Nile 
forms part of the Sudancse- 
Ethiopian border in Upper Nile 
province. 

Last Wednesday, a com- 
munique by the Sudan armed for- 
ces command said 255 rebels were 
killed in clashes with government 
troops near the Ethiopian border 
in Upper Nile province. 

A rebellion against the gov- 
ernment of President Jaafar Num- 
eiri began in the south more than a 
year ago over economic, adm- 
inistrative and other grievances. 

Mr. Numeiri has accused Eth- 
iopia oi harbouring and training 
the rebels, with the backing of 
Libya. Sudan's neighbour tn the 
northwest. 
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wait welcomes call 
halt to tanker attacks 


KUWAIT (R) — Kuwait has welcomed a call by Iran 
for an end to attacks on shipping in the Gulf by both 
Iran and Iraq, the daily AJ Ra’i A1 Am said Sat- 
urday. 


The newspaper quoted a senior 
Kuwaiti official, whom it did not 
name, as saying: "We hope this 

statement will herald negotiations 
to end the Iran-Iraq war." 

The official was commenting on 
a statement Friday by Mr. Ali 
Akbar Hashemi Rafsanjani. spe- 
aker of the Iranian Parliament, 
who told a Friday prayers mee- 
ting: “We declare to the United 
Nations that if the Iraqis do not 
strike in the Gulf, we wiU not fire 
even one bullet." 

The Kuwaiti official added that 
a hah to attacks on oil tankers 
would “greatly contribute towards 
ending the war. particularly dur- 
ing these critical circumstances 
where the big powers look for- 
ward to intervening on the pretext 
of maintaining the oil flow." 

There has been no reaction yet 


from Iraq to vlr. Rafsanjanfs sta- 
tement. which followed an agr- 
eement between Iran and Iraq to 
halt attacks on population centres. 

But an Iraqi Air Force general 
told journalists Friday that Iraq's 
blockade of Iran's Kharg Island oil 
terminal was part of " a broader 
plan which may develop into a 
more serious action if the enemy 
continued its aggressive war aga- 
inst Iraq and its threats against 
other Arab states in the Gulf." 


United Nations Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar 
said Friday that two teams of mil- 
itary observers, each with a civ- 
ilian. would fly in as soon as asked 
by Tehran and Baghdad. 

Iran and Iraq halted the civilian 
killing last Tuesday morning after 
the move was proposed by Mr. 
Perez dc Cuellar. 


Nationalities of the observers 
are not known, but Austria, with 
more than 500 military monitors 
already based in Lebanon, in Cyp- 
rus and on the IsraeJi-Syrian truce 
line in the Golan Heights, has said 
it would be willing to take pan. 

Iraq has said Kharg is a leg- 
itimate military target in the 
45-month-old Gulf war because 
of the contribution of oil revenue 
to the Iranian Armed Forces. 

About 40 merchant ships have 
been hit in air attacks by both Iran 
and Iraq this year. Iran says att- 
acks on ships using ports in Gulf 
Arab states, which generally sup- 
port Baghdad in the war. are in 
retaliation for Iraqi raids on tan- 
kers using Kharg. 

Baghdad's war communiques 
Friday night, for the fourth night 
running, made no reference to civ- 
ilian casualties. 

Iran said seven civilians were 
hurt in long-range Iraqi shelling of 
the Abadan port area, but its war 
bulletin did not clarify whether 
this would be held as a breach of 
the ceasefire accord. 


Feres predicts early Lebanon pullout 


BONN (R) — Israeli Labour opp- 
osition Leader Shimon Peres was 
quoted Saturday as saying Israeli 
troops could be withdrawn from 
Lebanon in a couple of months if 
he were voted prime minister in 
elections this summer. 

Mr. Peres told the West Ger- 
man newspaper Bild Am Sonmag 
in an interview released ahead of 
publication Sunday that defences 
should be withdrawn to northern 
Israel. leaving an "early warning 


system in southern Lebanon". 

“ We will change the nature of 
defence in Lebanon. Instead of a 
rigid defence north of the Israeli 
border there should be a flexible.' 
mobile defence from the Israeli 
border." he said. 


“If the PLO (Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation) terrorists 
again form a state within a state, 
the Israeli army will cross the bor- 
der and stop this. But the base will 


be Israel, not Lebanon. A troop 
withdrawal can take just a couple 
of months." 

Israeli forces invaded Lebanon 
in June 1 982. striking against PLO 
bases used to stage attacks against 
northern Israel. 

Nearly 600 Israeli troops have 
been killed since fighting began 
and the invasion force has come 


under frequent commando attacks 
in South Lebanon. 


Congress hears views on free trade with Israel 


WASHINGTON (USIA) — 
Robert Herzstein, a former U.S. 
under-secretary of commerce for 
international trade, said June 14 
that he favours a free trade area 
with Israel. 

The trade area would create 
only minimal costs or risks to 
domestic sectors of the American 
economy. Mr. Herzstein said in 
testi nonv. before the House Ways 
and Means Subcommittee on 
Trade. "If it appears necessary, 
the U.S. trade representatives 
could address the concerns of spe- 
cific U.S. industries which may 
have genuine problems of vul- 
nerability resulting from the eli- 
mination of duties." He said this 
couM be done by placing a spe- 
:iu lived safeguard mechanism in 
the agreement itself. 

"The establishment of a free 
trade area between the United 
Status and Israel would be a log- 
ical and natural next step in the 
development of economic rel- 
ations between the two cou- 
ntries." vfr. Hcrzsicin pointed 
out. "The free trade area would 
not set an unfavourable pre- 
cedent. It would provide a sti- 
nulus for the development of a 
healthy international trading sys- 
tem based on the principles of free 
markets and comparative adv- 
antages.” 

However, two U.S. lawmakers 
told the subcommittee that any 
United States free trade area agr- 


eement with Israel should exclude 
bromine products. 

Congressman Beryl Anthony 
Jr. and Senator David Pryor, both 
from Arkansas, told members of 
the subcommittee that under such 
a poposal. the anticipated rise in 
Israeli imports to the United Sla- 
tes would be "devastating" to the 
state of Arkansas. 

According to the General Agr- 
eement on Tariffs and Trade, a 
free trade area requires that the 
duties and other restrictions of 
commerce be eliminated on sub- 
stantially all the trade between 
two countries. 

Currently, trade between the 
U.S. and Israel is only partially 
free of impediments. While only 
1 0 pe r cent of Israc li exports to the 
U.S. are subject to U.S. duties. 40 
to 45 per cent of U.S. exports to 
Israel are subject to tariffs ave- 
raging 10.5 percent. These tariffs 
vary for different goods. 

Using data obtained from the 
bromine industry. Mr. Anthony 
said that an additional 15 percent 
of the domestic market would be 
lost if bromine from Israel were 
permitted to enter the United Sta- 
les duty free. "The continued dev- 
elopment of our area's natural 
resources is essential to south 
Arkansas' economic well-being." 
Sen. Anderson concluded. “ Red- 
uced sales will reduce emp- 
loyment.” 

Senator Prvor added that like 


members of the subcommittee, he 
supported efforts to reduce trade 
barriers. 

Also testifying in support of the 
proposal was Dr. Edward L. Hud- 
gins. a policy analyst of the Her- 
itage Foundation who told the 
subcommittee that such a policy 
"would result in economic adv- 
antages for the United States and 
Israel, and would create an imp- 
ortant precedent which could fur- 
ther the cause of international free 
trade. “Rather than competing in 
a seif-destructive race to erect 
more trade barriers against each 
other, countries under the inf- 
luence and dynamics of a free 
trade area might compete in a race 
towards more freedom." he said. 

Panels representing various 
United States jewelry firms and a 
representative of Heritage Int- 
ernational Bank, the only Ame- 
rican bank with an office in IsraeL 
testified in favour of the free trade 
area." It is our considered opinion 
that this proposal should be app- 
roved and the free trade area bet- 
ween. our two countries est- 
ablished without delay," said 
Donald E. Wolpe, chairman of the 
board for Heritage International 
Bank. 

David Sadd. executive director 
of the National Association of 
Arab Americans, testified against 
the proposal, saying that it would 
help Israel at the expense of dom- 
estic American industries.

The diplomats noted that Alg- 
eria did not accuse Morocco of 
aggression or provocation in a fac- 
tual report of the clash and Mor- 
occo called it "a small skirmish . 

Despite the tension between the 
two countries over the former 
Spanish colony of Western Sah- 
ara, where Algiers backs Polisario 
guerrillas fighting Morocco for

Arens warns Syria against attack 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Defence Min- 
ister Moshe Arens said Saturday 
that Syria may start a war with 
Israel but warned Damascus that 
Syria' 5 army was not capable of 
winning such a confrontation. 

Armed forces radio quoted Mr. 
Arens in a recorded interview as 
saying: "There is a possibility that 
internal tensions inside Syria will 
break out in a war against Israel.” 

The warning followed a Syrian 
newspaper report claiming that 
Israel was moving troops and 
armour into south eastern Leb- 
anon and planned a pre-emptive 
strike against Syrian forces. 

Concern about a new round of 
tensions between the two nations' 
arose after a two-hour fire fight 
erupted in the Bekaa Valley Thu- 
rsday when Syrian troops shot at 
an Israeli patrol near Kfar Kook, 
six kilometres from the Syria- 
Lebanon border. 


Israeli officials and analysts 
have in recent months made fre- 
quent references to a reported 
power struggle inside Syria, while 
generally refraining from ass- 
essing its military significance. 

The radio also quoted Mr. 
Arens as saying Israel did not want 
war but warning Syrian President 
Hafez A1 Assad that "the Syrian 
army is not capable today of wit- 
hstanding a war against the Israeli 
army and we must make this clear 
to Damascus. 

An army spokesman earlier 
denied reports that Israel and 
Syria were building up troops and 
armour in the Bekaa where the 
two armies are only a few hundred 
yards apart in some locations. 

"The proximity of our forces 
certainly doesn't pose a stabilising 
factor, and it could result in a sit- 
uation where complete control 
could be lost." Mr. Arens also said 


in the interview conducted in Jer- 
usalem. 

He said the Syrian army had 
"no chance in my opinion of rea- 
ching parity with us... (but) we 
also have the challenge of per- 
suading the people in Damascus” 
of this. 

Lebanon's Falangist-run radios 
on Friday said Syria had placed its 
30,000 troops in Bekaa Valley on 
maximum alert and was moving 
additional Soviet-made T72 taolu 
and an armoured brigade into the 
area. 


Also on Saturday the Syrian 
government newspaper A1 Tha- 
wra said Israel was moving add- 
itional troops and armour into 
south east Lebanon. 


But dispatches from Bekaa- 
based Lebanese reporters ind- 
icated no war-like preparations 
being made by either side. 


avoided direct confrontation since 
1976. 

The Algerian Defence Ministry 
said in a statement that two Mor- 
occan soldiers were killed, two 
wounded and 31 captured in a 
brief clash Friday morning near 
Bechar. about 800 kilometres 
north of the Western Sahara. 

The Moroccan Information 
Ministry s statement said a “small 
skirmish" occurred when a Mor- 
occan patrol, bringing supplies 
and relief to forces posted at Hassi 
Lebraber. followed a wrong track 
which took them into Algerian 
territory. 


The two countries fought a brief 
"sand war*' over their disputed 
border in October 1963. one year 
after Algerian independence from 
France. 

They signed a treaty of fri- 
endship and co-operation in 1 
- and throe years later reached agr- 
eement on the border. Bui ihc 
accord has still not been ratified by 
the Moroccan Parliament. 

The only direct dash between 
the two countries over the Wes- 
tern Sahara took place at Amgaia. 
near the Mauritanian border, at 
the beginning nf the conflict m 
1976. 

According to Moroccan off- 
icials. 144 Algerian troops were 
captured. They arc still held by 
Morocco and their release was not 
discussed when King Hassan and 
Algerian President Chadli Bcn- 
jedid met on the border in Feb- 
ruary last year in a attempt lo clear 
the air between them. 

The attempt at rapprochement 
got now here and the two countries 
are now involved in a lough dip- 
lomatic battle over the Western 
Sahara issue which, along with 
Chad, has split the Organisation of 
African Unity (OAU). 


A1 Ahram to publish 
international edition 


CAIRO (R) — A1 Ahram, 
Egypt's oldest newspaper, will 
publish its first international edi- 
tion in London next Monday, 
Board Chairman Ibrahim Nafei 
said Saturday. 

The newspaper, first published, 
in Alexandria in 1 876 when Egypt 
was still part of the Ottoman Emp- 
ire, is known for its conservative 
editorial policy. 

It won a reputation as a highly 
authoritative journal under Moh- 
ammad HeikaL a confidant of the 
late President Gamal Abdul Nas- 
ser, who became its editor in the 


early 1960s. 

Mr. Nafei. who is also the pre- 
sent editor, told Reuters A1 
Ahram plans to publish a separate 
edition in the U.S. and was mak ing 
preparations for another edition 
for the Gulf. 

Some four million Egyptians 
work abroad, mostly in the Gulf 
and Libya, and there are about 
one million emigrants, mostly liv- 
ing in the United States, Canada 
and Australia. 

The international edition* 
has so far cost Ai Ahram 5 1 .2 
million. 


Israeli election campaign starts with Labour in lead

■TEL AVIV — The chants of 
"Begin. Begin" rang out again this 
week as campaigning got under 
way for Israel's July 23 general 
election. 

But for the first time in Israel's 
history Menachem Begin was not 
standing. 

The concern among Likud Bloc 
supporters calling his name was 
whether their alliance could top 
the polls without the leader who 
dominated rightwing politics for 
34 years. 

In 1981. Likud went into the 
campaign trailing far behind the 
opposition Labour Party in opi- 
nion polls. Its recovery then was 
widely credited to the dramatic 
electioneering of Mr. Begin, who 
resigned the premiership last aui- 
umn. 

Apparently grief-struck by his 
wife's death, he has since lived in 
seclusion and has turned down 
appeals to enter the election fray. 

Likud, now led by the low-key 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir, 
again starts the campaign behind 


Labour. Shamir, lacking Begins 
charisma and oratory, says it has 
been hard to fill his shoes. 

He also has less time to generate 
a Likud comeback — the highly- 
charged 1981 campaign lasted 
three months. 

Mr. Shamir has not been helped 
by pre-election power struggles 
inside his Herut (freedom) Party. 
He narrowly defeated a leadership 
challenge from former Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon. 

Labour, by contrast, has pre- 
sented a united front. Papering 
over bitter personal and ide- 
ological feuds, its senior pol- 
iticians have rallied behind the 
leadership of Shimon Peres. 

The latest opinion poll reported 
the gap between the two main 
groups had narrowed slightly. It 
found voters would give Labour 
52 seats in the 120-member Kne- 
sset (parliament) and Likud 39. 

Politicians and Israeli analysts 
say that margin is certain to nar- 
row and are predicting a close 
race. 

Neither side has fully revealed 
its election strategy. From the 
early speeches it appears labour 


will concentrate on economic iss- 
ues. heaping blame on Likud for 
Israel's record 400 per cent-plus 
inflation and wages erosion. 

Through photographs and film 
footage, it hopes to stir memories 
of a time when Israel's future see- 
.med more promising and less in 
crisis — before, it will suggest. 
Likud ended 29 years of Labour 
rule in 1977. 

The more nationalistic Likud, 
which launched the Lebanon war 
two years ago, has so far made 
defence a theme. It is suggesting 
Israelis are now more secure due, 
especially, to Likud-nurtured def- 
ence ties with the United States. 

With the array still bogged 
down in Lebanon, the war is per- 
ceived to have been a tragic mis- 
take by many Israelis. But Likud 
organisers contend it will noL ser- 
iously damage their traditional 
vote. 

Likud, which draws much of its 
support from poorer, less pri- 
vileged Sephardim (Oriental 
Jews), boasts it has helped close 
the ethnic gap with the Ashkenazi 
(European Jews). 

No longer do people talk about 


"the other Israel," Mr. Shamir 
said in a recent speech clearly tai- 
lored for a Sephardi audience. 

However, it would need a pol- 
itical earthquake for either Likud 
or Labour to gain an outright vic- 
tory. 

The proportional rep- 
resentation system, designed by 
Israel' s founding fathers to protect 
minority interests, has always left 
the balance of power with small 
parties. 

This time 26 parties have ent- 
ered the contest. In Israel's fra- 
gmented political arena, about a. 
third of them can expect to garner 
enough votes to win seats. 

There are no constituencies in 
IsraeL Instead voters choose bet- 
ween party fists. With the exc- 
eption of Herut, which picked its 
candidates at an open congress, 
the slates have been drawn up 
after weeks of secretive, bac- 
kroom negotiations and contain 
few new faces. 

The system ' means the can- 
didates in high spots on the major 
lists are already assured of a seat in 
the 12th Knesset. “I could now 
name 95 of the 1 20 members, this 


battle is about the other 25." said 
a Labour Party organiser. 

There is increased pressure on 
Labour because Likud has more 
potential coalition partners 
among the small panics. 

Likud had 46 seats in the old 
parliament compared to Labour's 
50 but governed with the help of 
the National Religious Party 
(NRP), the ultra-Orthodox Agu- 
dat Israel faction and the extreme 
Nationalist Tehiya Party. 

AgudaL Israel and Tehiya would 
almost certainly refuse to serve in 
a Labour cabinet. 

With the exception of the 
Communists, who traditionally 
win a few seats from Israel's 
650.000 Arab citizens, other 
minor parties would listen to coa- 
lition offers from either Likud or 
Labour. 

The performance of the New 
Yahad (together) Movement, led 
by former Defence Minister Ezcr 
Weizman. may be a key factor. 

Mr. Weizman. a popular figure 
who played a significant role in the 
Camp David peace process with- 
Egypt, has returned to politics 
after a four-year absence.

Air carrier

Two die after quarrel

A 
report in Al Dustour daily Arabic 
newspaper Saturday said that a 
24-year-old Jordanian national 
identified by the police only as 
Hisham killed himself after killing 
a 29-year-old Egyptian national 
who was named as Salaraeh. 

The report said that Hisham 
had opened a small restaurant in 
Zarqa and employed Salaraeh to 
work for him but after a while they 
had to close down in view of the 
losses sustained. 

The two were visiting a friend in 
Jebai Amman Second Circle Fri- 


day when a quarrel occurred bet- 
ween ihem prompting Hisham to 
shoot Salameh. killing him ins- 
Lanily. 

Hisham ran away and a number 
of local inhabitants set off in pur- 
suit in the hope of arresting him. 

But, the report said. Hisham did 
not give them a chance to do so 
because he pointed the gun at his 
chest and fired dropping dead in a 
pool of blood, not far away from 
the Islamic college. 

Both bodies were taken to the 
University of Jordan Hospital for 
an autopsy and the police are hol- 
ding an investigation. 


Writers group holds heated election

AMMAN — The elections of the 
Jordanian Writers' Association 
ended Thursday and resulted in 
the election of Khalil Sawahiri as 
president of the association here 
at the Professional Association's 
Complex. 

Mr. Sawahiri, a journalist, rec- 
eived 123 votes out of the 199 
votes cast. Mr. Salem Al Nahas 
won the position of vice-president 
while Messrs. Ibrahim Al Absi, 
Ahmad Musleh, Ibrahim Khalil,. 
Hussein Juma'a, Mufeed Nahleh," 
Hashera Yaghi, Fakhri Kawar, 
Bader Abdul Haq and Mo' ness 
Al Razzaz were elected as mem- 
bers of the board. 

In the heated atmosphere of the 
elections, the balloting revealed 
two unexpected events: Firstly the 
defeat of the incumbent president. 
Dr. Hashero Yagbi.whocarae sec- 
ond in the ballot receiving 102 
votes. He then withdrew from the 
process, refusing to serve as vice- 
president. 


Second, the fact that the win- 
ners did not come from one bloc as 
anticipated. 

Dr. Yaghi announced his can- 
didacy for the elections as part of 
the “culture and creation" list. 

In a meeting held later by the 
winners of the elections, the pos- 
itions of responsibility at the ass- 
ociation were distributed as fol- 
lows: Ibrahim Al Absi as sec- 
retary, Hussein Juraa'a as head of 
culture, information and pub- 
lications, Ahmad Musleh as head 
of internal affairs, Mufid Nahleh 
as head of exterior affairs, Ibrahim 
Khalil as treasurer and Bader 
Abdul Haq, Mo’ ness Al Razzaz. 
Fakhri Kawar and Amina Al 
Adwan as members without por- 
tfolio. 

Those who did not win places 
during Thursday’s elections were 
Issam AJ TaJ, Dias Farkouh, Jamal 
Abu Hamdan, Adnan Mdeinat, 
Ahmad Madi, Abdullah Radwan. 
Ahmad Odeh, Fakhri Saleh, 
Hazem Mbaiden and Issa Jar- 
ajreh. 


Dr. Yaghi. also resigned as pre- 
sident for the last few days of his 
term of office and a temporary’ 
committee was elected to lake 
over. 

Tenth conference 

Earlier in the day. the ass- 
ociation held its 1 0th conference 
presided over by Dr. Yaghi and a 
representative of the Ministry of 
Culture and Youth, Mr. Khaled 
Al Hindawi. 

The conference was the scene of 
a heated debate on issues like the 
new law for membership, cultural 
agreements and other proposals.

‘Cereal crops down, grave fodder shortage’

A Vf vlAN (J.T.) — The present season of drought in 
Jordan is the worst the country has had in 37 years 
and its consequences will be badly felt by farmers 
and stock breeders, according to vlr. Hassan Nab- 
ulsi.. director-general of the Jordan Co-operative 
Organisation (JCO). 


He said in a Statement pub- 
lished by the local press Saturday 
that all estimates indicate that 
Jordan's production of wheat this 
year will only be nearly 10.000 
tonnes, falling tar short of the 
400.000 tonnes which Jordanians 
normally consume every year. 

Vlr. Nabulsi. who is also a mem- 
ber of the drought committee, said 
thai the country's production of 
barley is negligible despite its need 
of at least 160.000 tonnes ann- 
ually. which now will have to be 
imported. 

Bariev and bran arc subsidised 
by the government and the cost of 


the subsidy will be J D 3 million 
this year as a result of the sit- 
uation. Mr. Nabulsi said. 

Animal wealth 

Jordan's animal wealth, he said, 
which is worth JD 70 million, 
stands to be reduced because the 
sheep and goats in the country, 
which number 700.000. urgent iv 
need fodder which will have to be 
supplied through imports. 

If the necessary amount is not 
forthcoming, then livestock lur- 
mers are likely to slaughter their 
herds, observers said. 


As a result ot the drought this 
year, he said, the JCO stores of 
fodder have been depleted by 
i 2.0011 tonnes. 

\1r. Nabulsi complained that 
some merchants buy subsidised 
bran and barley from larmcrs who 
in turn obtain it from the gov- 
ernment at reJuccd prices and 
then sell it fur higher prices to 
other farmers. 

A tonne ol subsidised bran costs 
JD 35 while barley costs JD 55. 

but these are sold in the process 
for JD 50 and J D SO respectively. 
Vlr. Nabulsi said. 

At present, he added, the Min- 
istry of Agriculture, in co- 
operation wit h ot her departments, 
is counting the number of sheep 
and goats so that subsidies and 
other aid to farmers can be better 
regulated and the manipulation 
stopped.

West Ramtha struck by water crisis 


RA MTHA (J.T.) — The Western 
part of the border town of Ramtha 
is suffering from an acute water 
crisis in contrast to the eastern 
pan of the city which is receiving 
sufficient quantities of drinking 
toater. according to Ramtha 
Mayor Mohammad Al Bas- 
habshe. 

He said in an interview with Al 
Ra’i daily Arabic newspaper that 
the city receives between 2.000 
and 2.200 cubic metres of water 
per day. and this is far from suf- 
ficient for the inhabitants. 

The western parts ot the city do 
not receive enough water because 
drinking water is still being pum- 
ped through a narrow, old pipeline 
which docs not allow a sufficient 


volume ot water to get through, 
and the citizens there continue to 
buy water in water tankers, vfr. 
Bashabshe said. 

However, he added, the Water 
Authority in the city is doing its 
best to solve the crisis. 

The mayor said that a feasibility 
study for the installation of new 
sewers has now been completed 
and a special team is involved in 
preparing the designs and plans to 
build the sewers. 

Also, a 1 50 dunum plot of land 
has been selected on which to 
build a wastewater treatment 
plant, and a tender for the whole 
project is expected early next 
year. vfr. Bashabshe pointed out. 


Lorry park 

Speaking about the mun- 
icipality's projects that have been 
completed, the mayor said that a 
parking area for lorries, which are 
numerous in Ramtha. has great l> 
facilitated the traffic flow in the 
streets where the lorries used to 
park, and saved the roads Iro n a 
lot of damage. 

The municipality has completed 
feasibility studies and designs to 
establish a football Held and has 
asphalted several roaJs and str- 
eets. 

It has also built 20 culverts to 
help drain auav rain water and 
installed more than 400 mercury 
lamps in the streets to improve 
lighting at night, the mayor ad Jed. 


Entrance fees, information boards to cap changes at Petra and Jerash

AMMAN — The Ministry of Tou- 
rism and Antiquities will be int- 
roducing entrance fees to Petra 
and Jerash in the next few weeks 
a part of the second and final 
stage of the Petra-Jerash project. 

According to Mr. Yousef 
Aland, director of the Petra- 
Jerash project the building and 
restoration work at both sites has 
been completed according to the 
project plans and the ministry will 
introduce' entrance flees, erect 
information signs and add the fin- 
ishing touches to both sites this 
month. 


In an interview with the Jordan 
Times, Mr. Aland explained that 
the various projects at each site 
•ere financed through a joint Jor- 
dan government and World 
Bank backed scheme costing $12 
million, half of which came in the 
form of a loan from the World 
Bank, and that the entrance fees 
#31 contribute towards part of the 
030 repayment. 


Outlining the project, Mr. 
Aland said that a World Bank del- 
egation visited Jordan ia 1975 
were very interested in the Petra 
and Jerash sites and suggested 
their promouon as both tourist 
and antiquiy sites. 

The following year a World 
B ank mission arrived to study the 
sites for development, including 
the restoration of antiquities and- 
promotion of tourism through 
improved facilities, which resulted 
in an agreement signed in 1977. 

Mr. Aland went on to say that 
on the completion of the project, 
the real expenditure had risen to 
about $17 millio n due to inflation 
and construction costs and that the 
balance was paid by the Jordanian 
government. 

Petra’s unique features 

Petra was chosen for the project 
because of its unique features, int- 
ernational reknown and potential 
for development as a "resort” for 
overnight or longer stays, said Mr. 
Aland, and it received about 70 


per cent of the total Petra-Jerash 
project budget allocation. 

The Petra project comprised 
restoration, the building of a qua- 
lity hotel and restaurant and the 
rehabilitation of the bedouin. 

Describing the Petra project, 
Mr. Aland said that restoration 
work comprised cleaning and 
maintenance work to facilitate the 
easy passage of visitors as well as 
excavation and rebuilding. 

The clearing of nibble and rocks 
from various tombs, excavation 
and restoration of the Court 
Tombs and the clearing of pat- 
hways has opened up more areas 
for tourists, said Mr. Aland, and, 
in addition, there has been a pro- 
ject to rebuild the Qasr El Bint 
and maintenance of tomb facades. 

Also, a new research cente has 
been built inside the ancient city to 
be used by the Department of 
Antiquities and archaeologists for 
on-site studies using the lab- 
oratory and workshop facilities. 

The centre, which opened in 
September last year, was con- 
structed using Petra sand-stone to

blend in with the surroundings, 
said Mr. Alami, and will serve as a 
small local museum and inf- 
ormation centre where seminars, 
lectures and film shows can be 
held for scholars and tourists 
alike. 


Refreshment Eacflites 

The centre also comprises a res- 
taurant providing lunches and 
snacks for visitors operated by the 
Petra Forum Hotel. 

Mr. Alami explained that there 
was a need for tourist facilities 
within Petra as visitors spend sev- 
eral hours inside the city and req- 
uire amenities and refreshments. 

The Petra programme also inc- 
luded the construction of the Petra 
Forum Hotel to provide com- 
fortable, high quality acc- 
ommodation for longer visits with 
full communications facilities and 
a swimming pool. 

This hotel, together with the 
government resthouse and a cam-, 
ping area provides a range of fac- 
ilites and types of accommodation 
for all categories of visitor to 
Petra, said Mr. Alami. 

Both the resthouse and the' 
hotel could be expanded dep- 
ending on future needs, continued 
Mr. Alami, but the present fac- 
ilities are expected to be adequate 
until 1 988 according to statistics. 

Mr. Alami said that the new 
hotel had encouraged domestic 
tourism with many Jordanians 
spending their weekends there for 
“short breaks” and that this had 
been a welcome spinoff from the 
project. 

"Petra is not just the Siq and 
Treasury areas; there are many 
other fascinating places to visit 
and explore such as Beideh ” said 
Mr. Alami, "and we hope that the 
Improved facilities will encourage 
both Jordanians and foreigners to 
spend more time exploring the 
surrounding areas.” 

Bedouin re-bousing 

Regarding the re-housing of the

■ Bedoul tribe, who have inhabited 
the caves of Petra For ge aerations. 
Mr. Alami said that about 500 
members of the tribe will be 
moved to a new housing area two 
kilometres outside the city within 
one month. 

Mr. Alami explained that the 
demands of the tribe for ele- 
ctricity, running water, schools 
and medical facilities could not be 
met while they were inside Petra 
and this factor together with the 
need to preserve the antiquities 
and to keep the site clean, had 
necessitated the decision to move 
the tribe. 

Mr. Alami said that the people 
had mixed feelings about the 
re-housing project, many of the 
younger families are proud to be 
receiving new houses with ame- 
nities but the older people are rel- 
uctant to leave their cave homes. 

Mr. Alami said that several of 
the older people will probably be 
allowed to remain within the city 


to act as guards on the antiquities, 
but all the children and their fam- 
ilies will be moved out. 

The 100 new houses, built by 
the Housing Corporation, are 
constructed of red brick to blend 
with the surrounding rocks and 
consist of two rooms, a kitchen, 
.storeroom and a lavatory; all have 
sanitation and running water and 
electricity will be provided before 
the end of the year he said. A sch- 
ool and a clinic are also planned, 
added Mr. Alami. 

Jerash 

The Jerash site was selected for 
the programme because of its ant- 
iquities and proximity to Amman 
for day trips, said Mr. Alami, and 
the project involved the res- 
toration and preservation of the 
ruins, the building of a new res- 
thouse and the setting up of a 
■“sound and light” programme. 

Much of the restoration work 


on the temples of Zeus and Art- 
emis. the coUonadcs. the main str- 
eets. the Nympheum. the churches 
and also the mosaics have been 
completed and car now be visited. 
Mr. Alami said. 

The Ministry of Tourism is now 
working on tours of Jerash. Rou- 
tes have been drawn up explaining 
the structures and sights of the city 
to be published in brochure form, 
thus enabling visitors to see eve- 
rything explained Mr. Alami. 

Sound, light show 

In addition, a “sound and light” 
programme describing the history 
of Jerash will open shortly acc- 
ording to Mr. Alami. 

The 45 minure show will be 
shown at three locations in Jerash. 
Visitors will be given an int- 
- reduction to the city at the old res- 
thouse before moving to the 
forum area where the bustling 
atmosphere of the market place 


will be recaptured before the final 
briefing in the auditorium of the 
South Theatre. 

The presentation will be in four 
languages: English. Arabic. 
French and German, and will be 
the second of its kind in (he Mid- 
dle East, having been used suc- 
cessfully in Egypt- 

Mr. Alami said that the show is 
aimed at both foreign and local 
visitors to Jerash and can be com- 
bined with a dinner at the res- 
thouse to make a good evening 
out. 

The resthouse. completed in 
July 1983. can accommodate up to 
300 people in its indoor and out- 
door restaurants and was built to 
improve the tourist Facilities as 
part of the Jerash project. 

There is also a Visitors Centre, 
used as an orientation area, where 
a model and plan of the city will be 
displayed. 

The four square metre model 
has scale replicas of the mon- 
uments. their locations and inf- 
ormation to help visitors plan their 
tour. 

Mr. Alami said that the Petra- 
Jerash project is now in its second 
stage which consists of site adm- 
inistration and promotion. 

Mr. Alami went on to say that 
the Jerash site has been fenced lor 
protection and that the int- 
roduction of entrance fees will 
ensure that only those people int- 
erested in the antiquities will visit 
the site. This should also enc- 
ourage the respect for our heritage 
and antiquities as well as raising 
money, he added. 

The entrance fees for foreign 
visitors will be JD 1 lo Petra and 
500 fils to Jerash while Jordanians 
will pay 25.0 fils for both sites. Mr. 
Alami said. 

The "sound and light” show will 
cost JD 1, 

The introduction of entrance 
fees will also help the ministry 
gauge how many people visit the 
sites and aL which times of the 
year, which will aid in the planning 
and promotion of tourism, Mr. 
Aland concluded. 
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Signs of the season 

THE INTERNATIONAL debt crisis is one of the day's most 
loaded and sensitive topics. It has been thrust upon us again by 
two simultaneous developments: the suspension by Bolivia of 
interest payments on its foreign bank debt, and the United 
States' refusal to extend a $300 million loan commitment that 
has been crucial to Argentina's debt rescheduling efforts. 

The mechanics and technicalities of international debt are 
trying, in any case. In the specific case of Latin America, the 
issue takes on emotional and political overtones. The results 
are inevitable, and we have seen two signs of them this season. 
Bolivia’s unilateral suspension of its debt payments three 
months ago will not bring the world economy to its knees, given 
that its debt total is a relatively small $1 billion. Argentina's 
debt, for comparison, is $44 billion. The American curtailment 
of the loan commitment to Argentina, on the other hand, will 
not guarantee a smooth rescheduling of Argentina's debt. Ind- 
eed, Argentina may follow Bolivia’s example and simply sus- 
pend debt repayments, arguing that the major western banks 
and governments, in conjunction with the I VIF, are putting too 
much pressure on it. We suspect this is unlikely, however, 
because its implications are too frightening. 

The recent good news from Mexico — on the international 
debtors’ sick list only last year — suggests that the best policy is 
the one that has been followed in recent years by debtors and 
creditors: a gradual rescheduling of Third World debt that will 
allow borrowers to repay their loans as the world economy 
picks up steam once again. In this context, both the Bolivian 
and the American moves strike us as unnecessarily precipitous 
and dangerous. 

The more important question in the longterm remains: what 
has been done in the past decade to assure the world that we will 
not repeat the excesses that brought us to today's situation? 
Aigentina did not pile up $44 billion of debt overnight. Its 
lending banks must have weighed the risks of lending it so 
much against the profits they were making by doing so. It is 
inappropriate, in the circumstances, for either side to blame 
the other for current vulnerabilities in global debt man- 
agement. The United States, with an annual budget deficit 
measured in hundreds of billions of dollars, is among the least 
credible proponents of financial austerity as a national pas- 
time. But simply pointing this out does not, in turn, give 
borrowing nations the right to suspend their interest payments 
on foreign loans. A new balance is required.

Al Ra i: Israel's economic chaos 

THE ECONO MIC crisis in Israel is affecting all sectors of society 
and it has become impossible for Israeli leaders to conceal the facts 
from ihcir people. The cost of living is sky rocketing, unemployment 
is increasing and inflation is at unprecedented levels. Workers in 
most occupations have staged one strike after another for pay inc- 
reases and better working conditions and now it is the turn of radio 
and television employees who will disrupt official information act- 
ivity for three days starling Saturday. Needless to say the economic 
crisis which Israel is suffering from is a direct result of the Zionist 
leaders policies. Israel's continued aggression in Lebanon and the 
establishment of settlements in the occupied Arab territories. AH 
• these cost money and so does maintaining an Israeli force to quell 
anti-Israeli demonstrations or resistance activity in the areas it occ- 
upies. 

The emergence of a very weak economy in Israel just before the 
general parliamentary election will undoubtedly weaken the Likud 
coalition and give a belter chance to the Labour Party to win. Israeli 
leaders have been in the habit of directing public attention to an 
external issue by launching new acts of aggression on an Arab cou- 
ntry and therefore it is very likely that the present Israeli government 
will resort to a new adventure to save its image before the Israeli 
public. Once Israel is involved in a war against the Arabs, the Zionist 
leaders are certain to secure U.S. financial help and military ass- 
istance. The Israelis have been in the habit of milking millions of 
dollars from the U.S. and it is possible that they might resort to any 
thing in the present circumstances. 

Al Dustour: Iran tries to drive a wedge 

IRAN'S OFFER to expand an agreement on stopping the shelling of 
civilian targets to include shipping in the Gulf, seems on the surface 
to be a positive step compared with Iran's previous attitudes. Iran has 
turned down all peace bids and refused to get involved in any efforts 
leading to a settlement of the conflict. This offer, which was conveyed 
to the United Nations, is designed to drive a wedge between Iraq and 
' its sister states in the Gulf region because these states were harmed 
by air raids on their oil tankers and their economic interests were 
threatened by the expansion of the war. 

Iran of course wants the Iraqi blockade of its Kharg Island to be 
lifted so that it can resume exporting oil to finance its war machine, 
and it is concerned over Iraqi raids on oil tankers arriving at the island 
to take the oil away. The Iranian offer does not mean that Tehran's 
attitude vis-a-vis Iraq or the other Arab slates in the region has 
changed and the most convincing proof of this is its continued mas- 
sing of troups on its border with Iraq in preparation of a new off- 
ensive. Iran has begun to feel the pinch and is now starting to show 
weakness especially in its economy. With the new offer it hopes to 
deceive some nations, but certainly it cannot deceive Iraq which 
stands ready to defend itself against new aggressions. 

Sawt Al Shaab: Committed to all Arabs 


IN AN interview with Jordan Television Prime Minister Ahmad 
‘Obeidat said that the recent tour of King Hussein in the Gulf region 
was designed to discuss developments in the Gulf war and Jordan's 
fela.ions with the countries he visited. He said the subject of holding 
an Arab summit figured in the talks because of its importance to the 
Arabs in the present circumstances. The prime minister stressed the 
need to exert pressure on European nations to force the U.S. to

Jordanisation of foreign banks remains 


FOREIGN BANKS were act-’ 
ually licensed to operate in 
Jordan in accordance with the 
provision of (Banks Law) 
which explicitly stipulated in its 
article 3 that branches of for- 
eign banks may be licensed to 
operate in Jordan, and that 
they are exempted from taking 
the form of a shareholding 
company. The law expressly 
stated that foreign banks lic- 
ensed to operate in Jordan 
prior to the enactment of this 
law are considered to be lic- 
ensed according to the new 
law. 

It was surprising t hat the dec- 
ision of Jordanisation was iss- 
ued in Dec. 27. 1MS3 by virtue 
of the (Defence Law) under 
which an order was issued in 
1978 which prohibited com- 
mercial enterprises unless Jor- 
danians hold a minimum of 51 
per cent of their equity. 

Defence Law and eme- 
rgency orders are of a general 
nature, they mean to protect 
the state and society from dan- 
gers that may threaten internal 
or external security. Clearly 
this threat Joes not apply to 
foreign banks, organised and 
licensed by a specific law called 


(law of Banks No. 24 for the 
year 1971} as amended by a 
temporary law No. 5 for the 
year 1975. which governs this 
subject. 

It is worth noting that the 
regular laws of banking in Jor- 
dan give the Central Bank the 
authority to withdraw the lic- 
ence of any bank in case it did 
not comply with the law or reg- 
ulations or with Central Bank 
orders. Hence, there was no 
justification to revert to (Def- 
ence Law) and related orders, 
which implies that the licensing 
and operation of the foreign 
banks in Jordan was illegal, and 
that this illegality was dis- 
covered after several years, 
and that we are ready to gram a 
grace period of three years for 
illegality. 

However, when the previous 
government finally decided 
during its Iasi week in office to 
Jordanisc foreign banks. Gri- 
nd lays Bank was happy to obl- 
ige. Grindiays management 
was willing to transform the 
bank into a Jordanian sha- 
reholding company. 

Tlie Central Bank drafted a 
tine table for the tra- 
nsformation of foreign banks

'over three years, Grindiays' 
Bank pointed out that they are 
the heir of Ottoman Bank, 
which is the oldest foreign bank 
tn Jordan, and accordingly 
should have priority, in the 
process of Jordanisation. 

The plans to convert Gri- 
ndlays into a Jordanian public 
shareholding company are 
going ahead. The Arab Fin- 
ance Corporation (Jordan) has 
been given mandate to manage 
the issue and underwrite the 
shares which will be offered for 
subscription by the public. 

The plan calls for the est- 
ablishment of a Jordanian sha- 
reholding company of which 
Grindiays head office will own 
49 per cent of the shares. 10 
per cent will be allocated to the 
five members of the bank's 
consultative council com- 
prising five prominent Jor- 
danian businessmen. The bal- 
ance of 41 per cent will be flo- 
ated to the public shortly. 

The authorised and fully 
paid up capital of the new bank 
will be JD 6 million, divided 
into six million shares, the 


nominal value of each would be 
JD 1. However, these shares 
will be offered at a premium, 
the value of which to be det- 
ermined after the rc- 
e valuation of all assets and lia- 
bilities of the bank by the com- 
petent authorities. 

It is common knowledge that 
the bank carrie-s certain dou- 
btful debts, however, informed 
sources state that the bank has 

aim accumulated substantial 
provisions for that purpose. All 
interest accrued on such debts 
were suspended and credited 
to a reserve account. Ail in all. 
they assert that the net real 
value of the bank may be in 
excess of the equity book 
value. Such situation justifies a 
premium, but the Ministry of 
Industry and Trade evaluation 
will not fail to decide this pre- 
mium in a way which will ren- 
der the shares attractive tn the 
public. 

All formalities to inc- 
orporate the bank are now 
ready, awaiting the approval of 
the ministry which is the aut- 
hority having jurisdiction upon 


“the establishment and reg- 
istration of companies. The 
Central Bank will also assume 
its responsibilities, approve the 
prospectus and take necessary 
action to safeguard the rights of 
depositors and the obligations 
of the debtors. 

The fact that Grindiays. Bank 
Jordanisation is imminent Joes 
not necessarily imply thal the 
process of Jordanisation at for- 
cign banks will be com- 
prehensive and according tn 
schedule. 

In January, rhe affected 
banks were required to come 
up with a definite plan and date 
for their compliance with the 
order. Certain banks replied 
that they will respond during 
19S5. and the Central Bank 
accepted their position. This 
means that the timing of Jor- 
dan isa lion during I9N-1 and 
1985 remains optional. It is 
expected that during these two 
years the Arab Land Bank 
(Egyptian) and Al-Mashreq 
Bank (Lebanese) will be Jor- 
danised. The year I9Hti which

EC: ‘A grand project turned sour’

BRUSSELS — **A grand project 
turned terribly sour." is how one 
senior official described the Eur- 
opean Community as it app- 
roaches yet another summit con- 
ference amid fears of further div- 
ision and controversy. 

Some community leaders, fru- 
strated by their apparent inability 
to heai deep splits which have vir- 
tually paralysed the 1 0-nation 
group over the past year, have sin- 
ned to look beyond it to new 
forms of European co-operation. 

A budget row between Britain 
and its nine partners over some 
$200 million a year, a paltry sum 
for a community which spends 22 
billion dollars annually, has been 
the main focus of public dis- 
affection. 

British opposition politician 
Roy Jenkins, a former presidentof 
the European Commission, said 
last week this and similar cash 
rows had reduced 1 summits to a 
grocers' haggle." 

Community officials say rec- 
rimination among its leaders has 
fostered public apathy, if not out- 
right hostility towards it. 

It has also tended to revive a 
spirit of nationalism, especially in 
economic matters, which the 
group's founders hoped would be 
submerged into a new European 
consciousness. 

Public disenchantment with the 


community has relegated the elc- 
ction campaign for the 
Strasbourg- based European Par- 
liament to a slanging match on 
domestic issues. 

Officials fear a poor turnout 
today and on Sunday would be 
seen as evidence of deeper dis- 
illusionment. reducing pressure 
for early solutions to the group’s 
many problems and encouraging 
capitals to treat it as a vehicle for 
strictly national ends. 

Wrangling over the com- 
munity's unwieldy and near ban- 
krupt finances, which has virtually 
isolated .Britain, is the most spe- 
ctacular jof the bloc's problems. 

But diplomats and officials see 
longer-term problems in the gro- 
wing split between the com- 
munity’s richer northern ind- 
ustrial states and the less pro- 
sperous Mediterranean nations 
still largely dependent on rel-. 
ativcly simple farming. 

The rift is likely to widen if 
Spain and Portugal join the bloc as 
planned in 1986. 

The community is also split over 
the need for political unity, with 
Britain once more set against its 
major partners, although on this 
issue it is joined by the other three 
nations which joined the com- 
munity late — Denmark. Greece 
and Ireland. Diplomats said a 
deep British distrust of wider pol- 
itical union with partners across 
the English Channel, exacerbated 
by strong personality clashes, is at 


the heart of the split between 
London and the other two big cap- 
itals. Paris and Bonn. 

France's Socialist President 
Francois Mitterrand, who will pre- 
side at the June 25-26 summit in 
Fontainebleau, near Paris, lau- 
nched an appeal for closer Eur- 
opean union in a speech to the last 
session of the outgoing European 
Parliament last month. 

Hi# appeal struck a chord of 
sympathy with Conservative West 
German Chancellor Helmut Kohl 
who shares Mr. Mitterrand's Eur- 
opean ideals, despite economic 
differences with the French lea- 
der. The two have developed close 
political ties, based on a shared 
vision of Europe. Germ an officials 
said. 

But only this week British 
Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher spoke of refusing to sub- 
merge Britain “in some artificial 
United States of Europe." saying 
Britain should keep its distinctive . 
character as a nation state. 

In Strasbourg, Mr. Mitterrand 
spoke of a “multi-speed Europe" 
in which like-minded nations 
could cooperate on policies where 
community-wide action was not 
possible, including political union 
and industrial, trade and cultural 
projects. 

British ministers and diplomats 
reject widespread charges that 
their country is less committed to 
Europe than its partners and point 
to a gulf they see between the ide- 


als espoused by some members 
and the policies they follow in pra- 
ctice. 

A recent example was a Kohl 
letter which embarrassed the Eur- 
opean Commission last month by 
demanding instant approval of a 
new subsidy which Bonn plans to 
give to West German farmers. He 
cited domestic pressures during 
the European elections as a rea- 
son. 

Officials fear the subsidy of 
about $400 million a year could 
undermine a delicately balanced 
deal reached in March to reform 
the community's controversial 
farm support system and could 
open the floodgates to other nai- 
.ional subsidies. 

Officials and diplomats said the 
European election campaign had 
contributed to the recent har- 
dening of attitudes. 

Five ministerial meetings this 
month have failed to find common 
ground on a variety of subjects 
ranging from controlling spending 
to shorter working hours and pro- 
tecting consumers from mis- 
leading advertising, with Britain 
virtually alone against its partners 
on all these issues. 

Optimists among diplomats 
hope that after the elections, con- 
ciliatory attitudes will emerge at 
the Fontainebleau summit, giving 
leaders a new opportunity to res- 
olve such outstanding problems as 
the British budget row. But the 
optimists are a shrinking minority. 


Nuclear fears push Moravia into politics

ROME — Fear of a nuclear hol- 
ocaust has driven Alberto Mor- 
avia, the grand old man of Italian 
letters, to stand as Communist 
Party candidate in elections this 
week to the European Parliament. 

Mr. Moravia, 76, says he is 
campaigning for the bomb to be 
banned not because he is a pacifist 
but on what he calls zoological 
grounds. 

“The human species is under 
threat of extinction and needs pro- 
tecting in the same way as lions 
and zebras are protected in Afr- 
ica," Mr. Moravia told Reuters in 
an interview. 

Mr. Moravia, who has written 
novels about sex, female psy- 
chology and the foibles of the 
Roman middle class since the age 
of 16, wants to help launch a great 
debate in' the European Par- 
liament on nuclear disarmament if 


elected. 

“I agreed to stand for par- 
liament quite simply because of 
ray horror of the atomic bomb," 
says Mr. Moravia, explaining that 
he otherwise finds politics boring. 
Mr. Moravia had turned down two 
previous invitations from the 
Communists to run for the senate. 

“The only way I can justify my 
decision is because the protection 
of the human species is something 
beyond the realm of politics," he 
said. 

The Italian Communist Party 
has traditionally called on int- 
ellectuals and artists to stand in 
order to broaden its appeal to the 
middle classes. 

Renato Guttuso, a Sicilian pai- 
nter whose portrait of Mr. Mor-; 
avia hangs in the author's living" 
room, has been a Communist sen- 
ator since 1976. Another writer, 
Natalia Ginzburg, ran uns- 
uccessfully for parliament last 
June. 


Mr. Moravia believes it is futile 
to press for unilateral dis- 
armament by either of (he sup- 
erpowers and criticises Western 
peace movements for using arg- 
uments inspired by ethical and 
humanitarian considerations. 

“The pacifists use arguments 
based on humanitarian ism, Chr- 
istianity and loving your nei- 
ghbour. This language should be 
abandoned because it is ste- 
reotyped and inappropriate," he 
said. 

"We no longer live in a Chr- 
istian and humanitarian world but 
in a scientific, Darwinian world 
based on the survival of the fit- 
test,” he added. 

“When you talk about the risk 
of human extinction you have to 
use arguments based on zoology 
and ecology in the same way as if 
you were talking about the des- 
truction of the Amazonian forest 
or safeguarding giraffes in 
Kenya.” 


Mr. Moravia fears that dev- 
elopments in nuclear weaponry 
have greatly increased the tem- 
ptation for either of the sup- 
erpowers to inflict a defeat on the 
other by attempting a first strike. 

While on a visit to Moscow two 
years ago he was surprised to find 
that nearly all the Soviet officials 
he met agreed with him -but said 
they felt powerless to solve the 
problem. 

“The essential thing is to sep- 
arate the bomb from U.S.-Soviet 
rivalry and to put it in its place”, 
says Mr. Moravia, citing the pre- 
cedent of gas warfare which was 
abandoned in World War II, 
“because it was a menace to eve-' 
rybody”. 

Yet Mr. Moravia says he has not 
given up hope: “ I do not think the 
human race really wants to com- 
mit suicide. The species has got to 
be- protected and all the rest is 
nonsense.” 


Ministers pin hopes 
on Western pact

PARIS — Seven West European 
allies say their decision to boost 
defence co-operation by giving 
new life to a somnolent pact can 
only reinforce the. North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation (NATO). 

Revitalising the .Western Eur- 
opean Union ( WEU) will produce 
a distinctive European con- 
tribution to the U.S.-led defence 
alliance without impairing NATO 
unity, its members believe. 

At the least, foreign ministers 
expect public debate on European 
defence issues to intensify in the 
WEU member nations — Bel- 
gium, Britain. France. Italy. Lux- 
embourg. the Netherlands and 
West Germany — as a result of a 
decision in principle they took 
here this week to re-activate the 
30-year-old union. 

They think a revived WEU 
could provide a unique forum for 
co-ordinating the views of major 
European nations on East-West 
relations, arms control and the 
threat posed to the West by the 
Socialist Bloc. 

French External Relations Min- 
ister Claude Cbeysson said after 
the ministerial meeting, the 
highest-level WEU gathering 
since ly73. that the European all- 
ies sometimes had different con- 
cerns from those of the United 
States. 

“These problems have not been 
discussed publicly or clearly eno- 
-ugh for years and years.” he said. 

The WEU was founded in 1954 
as a mutual defence pact to give 
West Germany an acceptable mil- 
itary role after its World War II 
defeat and to monitor its re- 
armament. It was soon ove- 
rshadowed by NATO, which now 
has 1 6 members, and expanding 
political and economic links in the 
1 0-nation European Community. 

Chief sponsor of this week's 
meeting was France, whose dep- 
arture from NATO’s integrated 
military structure 1 8 years ago has 
restricted it to the alliance's pol- 
itical conclaves and kept it out of 
NATO’s “Euragraup" meetings. 

Paris has shown greater interest 
in NATO's military affairs under 
President Francois Mitterrand in 
the last three years, and is also 
keen on promoting defence co- 
operation with West Germany. 

The WEU appeared to Eur- 
opean governments a good forum 
to bring France closer to its allies 
without going back on its military 
independence of NATO. 


Now it has political backing for 
u new lease nt life, the next step is 
for officials to prepare detailed 
proposals for a policy statement 
b\ defence anJ foreign ministers 
at a conference in Rome next Oct- 
ober. 

The United States and other 
NATO partners will be watching 
closely just what the WEI* mem- 
bers turn out to mean when they 
speak of “strengthening the Eur- 
opean pillar of the alliance". 

The Reagan administration has 
so far welcomed the effort to rev- 
ive the WEU. accepting ass- 
urances — stressed by ministers 
here — that it is not intended to 
undermine transatlantic links but 
rather to strengthen the European 
voice in NATO. 

A report endorsed by the seven 
ministers said that re-activating 
the WEU “should be seen as con- 
tribution to NATO's cohesion, 
not as searching for a substitute 
for it." 

According to Mr. Chcysson, 
“there have been few times in the 
history of the alliance when its 
partners are as sure of each 
other.” 

Enhanced European defence, 
co-operation Fits in with Was- 
hington's expressed desire for the 
European allies to play a fuller 
role in NATO. 

The U.S. may also welcome a 
revived WEU as a grouping in 
which its main European allies 
can, under the 1954 treaty, discuss 
so-called "out-of-arca” questions 
— such as a Middle East erttis — . 
which' are not part of NATO's - 
mandate. 

But Washington may get ner- 
vous if the WEU turns out to be a 
forum in which the Europeans can 
gang up against it on sensitive all- 
iance issues, such as- arras pro- 
curement. ■ 

European ministers could find 
the WEU a useful polilfcalpia- 
tfonn from which to promote a 
“two-way street" in NATO ara&- 
purchases, currently heavily - in 
favour of the United States. V 

But. for the present, tr-\ 
activating the WEU »s likely p be; 
less tendentious. More attention 
will probably be paid to "die

THE RECENT by-elections and 
the first term of our restored par- 
liament are now history. The exp- 
erience proved to be both exciting 
and enriching.' 

It was also troublesome. Ii left 
me with a set of questions that I as 
a layman lacking any considerable 
knowledge of. the parliamentary 
process, feel are still unanswered 
in my mind. 

1 did not understand why the 
term was so short. I realise it ran 
its full, ordinary course of four 
months, but then that first term 
was extraordinary in itself. The 
last member to be elected to par- 
liament was sworn-in only one 
month before the term was’ over. 
Much of the parliament's efforts 
were directed at filling its vacant 
seats that little time was left for 
other matters. 

t know 1 can’t expect much at 
once, and that this is all necessary 
to lay the groundwork for the par- 
liament to function properly. 1 just 
fell that all this build-up. this exc- 
ite item of having a parlia nent 
was cul short. 

Maybe so ne legal expert can 
explain to nc why we all have to 
work all-year long, white par- 
lia nent operates in four months 
spurts, especially when there are 
so nany i nportant natters to att- 
end to. 


Really. 1 am being serious. I 
know this practice is not unique to 
Jordan, but I just don’t und- 
erstand why parliament cannot be 
a continuous, all-year-round pro- 
cess. 

Jumping to another matter, 
everyone is boasting how this lime 
the government was neutral in the 
recent by-elections. This is all very 
nice- It is very assuring to know 
that the people can choose their 
representatives freely. 

But does all this. emphasis on 
official neutrality imply that the 
Slate may have been less than neu- 
tral in previous elections? Or is it 
just normal for the government to 
feel it has to assure its citizens that 
it is being neutral? And if the gov- 
ernment may have been partial in 
earlier elections, does not that 
have serious implications, not the 
least of which is this present par- 
liament’s composition? 

Am I asking question that sho- 
uld not be addressed? Or do 1 have 
the right as a citizen (obviously I 
fee! I Jo) to raise such questions, 
not to implicate anybody, but sim- 
ply to know the truth? 

Then there is this session that 
the deputies asked for to discuss 
citizens’ rights and. the formation 
of political parties. Let me first 
exa nine the call for such a session. 

I will not question the timing of 


such a move. For while one night 
argue that our deputies, the maj- 
ority of whom were elected 17 
years ago. should have thought of 
this call sometime earlier during 
their term, one might also argue 
that the country went through 
some difficult times, and such a 
move was difficult in the past. 

At any rate. I thought that such 
a call represented by far the most 
important news item in Jordan 
that week, to say the least. The call 
by itself should have stirred a large 
debate, especially in our credible 
newspapers. 

Not so. A call for a debate on 
citizens’ most fundamental rights 
deserved only passing attention 
from our newspapers. There were 
no editorials before the event, no 
analysis, no suggestions as to what 
(he deputies might discuss, and. 
nore importantly, no demands for 
subjects that the deputies should 
tackle. 

What was the problem, editors? 

Did you not think the subject 
deserved that much attention? 

The session, at any rate, was 
finally held. Twenty-seven dep- 
uties (for those of you who did not 
catch it. that is a full 45 per cent of 
the parliamentary body) asked Lhe 
government to consider giving 
more political rights for its cit- 
izens. including the formation of 


political panics. 

It is interesting here to note pas- 
singly that a subject as important 
as Lhis is allocated one session to 
discuss, one lone session that just 
happens to be the last session of 
the present term. 

Anyway. 45 per cent of the 
deputies propose something as 
serious as political rights without 
one single deputy introducing any 
draft law on the subject. Sure, 
speeches hailing citizens' rights 
arc nice. 1 am not doubling the 
sincerity of those who delivered 
them. But I hope they have room 
for criticism from this one con- 
stituent who docs not think they 
have done their homework. For. 
in the final analysis, a fiery speech 
is a speech nomheless. incapable 
of changing any status-quo. 

A draft law. on the other hand, 
discussed and passed by our leg- 
islative branch, dearly defining 
the limits within which our exe- 
cutive branch can operate, is to my 
knowledge of other parliamentary 
systems, standard procedure. 

Very honestly, we are tired nt 
talking about generalities. If dep- 
uties do not approve of certain act- 
ions of the governments it is their 
duty as elected representatives to 
introduce specific draft laws dea- 
ling with specific problems anj 


ensuring specific solutions. 

On the other hand, we demand 
that our deputies research their 
complaints, be knowledgeable 
about the country's laws, and be 
ready to effectively argue their 
case. 

The prime minister, in his reply 
to the deputies demands, was seen 
as very fonheoming. It is indeed 
heartening to see that the gov- 
ernment enjoys a good rel- 
ationship with the parliament. It is 
an encouraging sign that the gov- 
ernment is reaching out more for 
its people. But 1 am afraid being 
nice to one another is not the 
whole issue here. After all. wha- 
tever troubled the deputies' minds 
might have remained the same 
after that session. 

There are serious issues at 
stake, and we should not fool our- 
selves into thinking these issues 
are solved simply because the par- 
liamentary session was conducted 
in a professional, orderly and fri- 
endly manner. 

Please, let someone correct ne 
if I do not understand the con- 
stitution. but I always thought the 
legislative branch lias the upper 
-hand over the execution one. I 
nean. if the parliament opts lor 
the for nation of political panics, 
can't it pass a law to that effect? 

It see ns to me that gov- 


ernments' fu net inns are to execute 
those laws inacted by the people 
through their representatives. Or 
am 1 wrong? 

It so. would someone tell ne 
what exactly is the function of our 
parliament? 

Sometimes I think I um being 
loo naive. Maybe if someone sits 
down and explains all tliiv to me. 
things would make more sense. 

But can you really blame tie. or 
so many other citizens lor our 
’’ignorance” when the gov- 
ernment does not tell us what is 
going on. when our papers refuse 
to Ji&cuss any subject oJ a sensitive 
nature, and when our own rep- 
resentatives either are kept or 
keep us in the dark? 

If the government does not 
want u.s in listen to ru nours. sho- 
uldn’t it better inform us what is 
going on? Why didn't we know 
earlier that attacks on JorJaniun 
e n bossies were carried out by 
Jordanian siuJents? Don’t we 
have the right to know? Without 
being ton corny. Jordanians wor- 
king for Jordan's well are by tar 
surpass those working against it. 
Don't these have the right to an 
input in the country's policies? 
How an I. in the absccncc of inl- 
or nation, supposed to lorn an 
enlightened opinion about ny 
own country? Or a n I?

fwqJJ jar ai the same it ne. In our;., 
iewrott jar was a useless piece of 
rub We. Indeed in the view of the 
adult inhabitants of the area such 
things <vere ot no value. 

liie local population viewed the 
huge anJ ancient foundation sto- 
nes in the neighbourhood in such 
the same way and used the n to 
build their modern houses. 

What a catastrophe !!! 

Growing up and studying at 
university. I began to appreciate 
the value ot these things. Also as I 
began to travel abroad. I saw how 
other countries value and treasure 
their relics from by-gone days, 
some of the n are of much less 
value than those of Jordan. For 
example, you will not find any- 
where a marvellous place like 
Petra. 

1 noticed how the people and 
especially the guides in the mus- 
eums am) other places were very- 
careful not to allow us to touch any 
thing 

When 1 began to teach religion 
and history. I tried to explain the 
importance of the ruins and ant- 
iquities to my students. These anc- 
ient things can give us much und- 
erstanding of today. For example. 


"c can find valuable nosaic floors 
Jaiing back to the second century 
when they forncJ pari of a Byz- 
antine church floor. 

Such antiquities tell us a great 
deal about our history and her- 
itage. 

My siuJents are generally very 
interested in these things. One 
student said to ne one day that he 
thought it would be better to leave 
such ancient objects covered in 
the ground until the time when 
people will appreciate the n. 

1 woulj like to call the attention 
of the reader to the following: 

A- Again we have places such as 
Petra. Jcrash. and Kcrak. places 
that people Iron abroad travel 
long distances to visit. Bui how 
nuch do we. the people who live 
here appreciate the n? 

If the facilities of t heir sites were 
built up and i n proved, if co n- 
petent guides anJ well Joc- 
unented bonks in Arabic were 
available, not only tourists would 


go there but may be the people of 
our country would go and stay 
long enough to get some idea of 
the value of the place. 

B- I was told an amusing though 
so newhat saJ story recently by a 
foreigner who n I know. She vis- 
ited Jcrash with Jordanian friends. 
A teacher askcJ her to co ne over 
to a spot to show her something. 
She followed thinking it nust be 
so nething ancient and inspiring. 

When she arrived at the spot, 
the teacher said: "You sec over 
there. That is where Fairnuz stooJ 
when she sang at the last fes- 
tival!”. No one wishes in suggest 
that it was not a delightful ent- 
ertain nent which Fairouz pro- 
vided. but it JiJ see n strange that 
this was the only thing a native 
JorJanian person thought of as 
worthwhile m point nut to a for- 
eigner. 

No nent inn was nade of the 
ancient Ro nan rnaJ. rutted dee- 
ply with chariot wheels, a mad 


over which St. Paul must have tra- 
velled on his way from Jerusalem 
to Damascus with his letters of 
authority to arrest the Christians, 
nagnificcnt columns, the well pre- 
served amphitheatre etc... 

Certainly it would see n a lot of 
education is still needed. In my 
opinion the ministry of education 
ought to undertake the task of 
helping students to understand the 
beauty and antiquity of their land. 

C- Finally. I have a suggestion. 
Why not levy a tax on all people 
leaving the country for a holiday 
and use this money to restore 
these places and nake the n att- 
ractive. 

Another suggest ion would be to 
have slides and filns made and 
rent the n out to clubs and schools. 
This would serve a double pur- 
pose. providing both infor nation 
and revenue.

China executes scores 
of people each month 
in anti-crime blitz

PEKING — China's anti-crime 
blitz is continuing unabated, with 
scores of people executed each 
month despite official statements 
that crime is on the wane. 

According to official notices, at 
least 30 people were executed in 
Peking alone in April for crimes 
ranging from murder to rape, theft 
to making pornographic films. 

The sentences are announced 
on posters outside courthouses 
and on public notice boards. A red 
tick at the lower left-hand comer 
indicates that the executions have 
been carried out. 

The names of those killed, nor- 
mally by a single shot in the back 
of the head, are underlined in red. 
In some cases photographs of 
those sentenced are displayed, 
together with details of their cri- 
mes. 

The government has not given 
an overall figure for the number 
executed since a crackdown was 
launched last August after a gov- 
ernment decision to fight crime 
with harsh punishment. 

But foreign diplomats collating 
figures from around the country 
say it must be around 10.000. 

The launching of the blitz was 
followed by thousands of arrests in 
the major cities of Canton. Sha- 
nghai and Peking. 

Mr. Zhu Mingshan. vice- 
president of China's supreme 
court, said the offensive was nec- 
essary because criminal activity 
had increased to the extent that it 
could endanger the state. 

He told the official Peking Rev- 
iew that the death penalty was 
extended by the national assembly 
last September to cover theft and 
rape to counter an epidemic of 
these offences. 

He said this had yielded quick 
results. 

The crime rate in the last four 


months of I9K3 dropped by 44.7 
per cent compared with the first 
eight months, he said. 

China says itscrimc rate is lower 
than most Western countries, but 
this is not borne out in the olficial 
press. 

The Communist Party new- 
spaper. the People's Daily, rep- 
orted in April that two rapist 
gangs led by the sons of high-, 
ranking Communist Party officials 
terrorised a town in northeast 
China for four years before being 
put behind bars. 

Others have been executed or 
given long prison terms for ped- 
dling pornography, armed rob- 
bery. running smuggling rackets, 
embezzling or taking pan in gang 
warfare. 

The crackdown began in Peking 
when 100.000 people gathered in 
a stadium last August to hear the 
mayor call for public order and 
pour scorn on 30 recently cap- 
tured murderers and rapists. They 
were paraded before the crowd 
and then taken away anJ shot. 

During the September session 
of the National People’s Congress 
the death penalty was extended to 
cover 29 crimes. The time for app- 
eals was cut from 10 to three days. 

Despite the wave of executions 
and arrests, there has been little 
international protest. 

Peking ignored an appeal by the 
London-based human rights 
group Amnesty International last 
October for a halt to the mass exe- 
cutions. which it described as the 
biggest in the country since the 
early 1970s. 

Amnesty said the increased use 
of the death penalty in China, 
which played host to a United Nat- 
ions conference on juvenile crime 
last month, ran counter to U.N. 
resolutions urging reductions in 
the number of offences punishable 
/by death. 

A study of the death notices 
shows many of those executed are 


young and unemployed. More 
than half of all crimes tried in 
China in 1 *JK3 were committed by 
youths and juvenile offenders. 

Some typical death notices in 
the capital, signed bv Peking's 
Judge Liu Yun Feng, indicate the 
type of crime now curving the 
death penalty. 

Some involve people Pike Zhu 
Xo Zheng. 23. a construction 
worker who broke into a girls' 
dormitory and used a steel pipe to 
kill a girl who had spurned him. 

A 2 1 -year-old Peking woman 
was sentenced to death for tra- 
fficking in young girls. She sold 1 2 
girls for 4.700 yuan ($2,350) and 
several were badly beaten and 
raped by four men working with 
her. 

Western and Asian diplomats 
link the crime wave to rising living 
standards resulting from Premier 
Zhao Ziyang’s liberalised eco- 
nomic policies. 

China does not give une- 
mployment figures, but foreign 
analysts say up to 20 million peo- 
ple are probably unemployed, 
many of them frustrated youths 
who lake to crime because they 
have nothing better to do. 

Looser economic policies also 
appear to have encouraged a gci- 
rich-quick attitude by some. 

The English-language China 
Daily newspaper quoted an off- 
icial of the prosecutor general's 
office as saying at leas? 36.000 
people were arrested in China 
over the past two years as pan of a 
clampdown on business swindles. 

He said China's judicial dep- 
artments would now concentrate 
efforts on bigger and more com- 
plicated criminal cases this year. 

China now encourages eve- 
ryone to make money and raise 
their standard of living, but as 
expectations rise, so do fru- 
strations as differences appear 
between the haves and have-nots.

SYDNEY — Australia is opening 
its doors to a growing number ol 
Asian immigrants, stirring angry 

debate in a country that until a few 
years ago generally admitted only 
whiles. 

About a third of the 711.1)00 
people who settle in Australia 
each year are Asians and their arr- 
ival has become a hoi political 
issue, leading to rowdy scenes in 
parliament. 

Although Asians comprise only 
two percent ol Australia’s 1 5 mil- 
lion people their entry rate is cel- 
ling closer to that of migrants from 

Britain and the rest ot Europe, the 
traditional sources of settlers. 

This is because an increasing 
number ol \ icinamcsc already 
here are sponsoring the entry ol 
close relatives under Australia’s 
family reunion programme. 

Parliamentary exchanges over 
the issue became so heated rec- 
ently that \lr. Lewis Kent, a 
member ot the ruling Labour 
Party, leaped over benches yelling 
■'racists, racists" at the Liberal 
opposition, which wants more 
migrants Irom Europe. 

Immigration has always been a 
delicate issue in Australia, fou- 
nded 200 years ago by British and 
European settlers who adopted 
the "whites only" policy at the 
turn of the century . 

There had been riots at the gol- 
dfields out thousands ot Chinese 
who Hooded intii Australia to lake 
advantage of the rich pickings. 

The 1 9t) I federal immigration 
restriction act com relied non- 
European immigration with an 
English language dictation lest 
which Asians iounJ difficult to 
pass. 

In 1907. no Asian passed the 

test. 

The pro- European policy per- 
sisted even alter World War II. 
Then labour immigration minister 
Mr. Arthur Calwell suggested that 
Asians be deported. 

Britons had to pay only £10 
($16) for a subsidised five-week 
boat ride to a new file "down 
under". 

The first reform ol the white 
Australia policy did not come until 
1964. when the government all- 
owed people who were not fully 
European to settle in Australia. 

There has been no racist ele- 
ment in official policy in recent 
years and political parties adopted 
a bi-partisan approach towards 
immigration. 

Australia settled 9O.OO0 people 
Irom South East Asia between 
1 975 and 1 9N2. nearly all of them 
Vietnamese refugees and their 
relatives. 

This has trimmed the total int- 
ake ■ ail nationalities Irom 
1 IS.70I) in the year to June 1UN2 
to the anticipated 70.0(10 in the 
current annual period. 

There have been rumblings of 
discontent from right-wing gro- 
ups. such as the White Australia 
Movement, which hankers after 
the old days. 

"Asians out" signs have been 
daubed on walls on campuses, par- 
ticularly at the University ot New- 
South Wales, by groups claiming 
too many places go to Asians. 

But on the whole the main arg- 
ument in recent years has been 
about trimming the total intake, 
with Australians advising com- 
plaining immigrants, even Bri- 
tons. to go home.

Hearns demolishes Duran in 
2nd round to retain title 


NANTES, France (R) — Vlichel Platini, Europe’s 
Footballer of the Year, notched a hat-trick to propel 
France to a 5-0 victory over Belgium and an almost 
certain place in the semifinals of the European Soc- 
cer Championship here Saturday. 


Platini, who equalled the 
French scoring record of Just Fon- 
taine in the 1-0 defeat of Denmark 
four days ago. took the tally to 30 
with strikes in the third. 74th and 
88th minutes. Alain Gircsse and 
Luis Fernandez scored the others 
in the first half. 

After Platini's opening salvo. 
France dominated the bewildered 
Belgians with almost arrogant 
ease to go top of Group One. 

Secure in defence and powerful 
in midfield where Platini and Jean 
Tigana repeatedly sliced through 
to set up scoring chances. France 
were superior in every dep- 
artment. 

Platini, celebrating his 30th 
appearance for France, opened 
the goal spree when he raced thr- 
ough a static Belgian defence to 
score from a rebound after Patrick 
Battiston had hit the bar. 

Half an hour later Giresse fired 
home from a Tigana pass,and two 
minutes from the interval it was 
Giresse who laid on a perfect cross 
for Fernandez to head past hel- 
pless Belgian keeper Jean-Marie 
Pfaff. 

The massacre in the bright sun- 
shine before a capacity crowdcon- 
tinued in the second half as the 
shaken Belgian defence reeled 
before dazzling French attacks. 

The inevitable fourth goal came 
when Pfaff brought down Didier 
Six the box and Platini deceived 


the Belgian kecpeT from the pen- 
alty spot. 

k was only fitting that the 
French skipper should complete 
the rout by completing his hat- 
trick two minutes from the end 
with a powerful header from a 
Giresse free-kick. 

By contrast the Belgians never 
settled and rarely threatened the 
compact French defence. 

Belgium, who had opened their 
carapaign with an impressive 2-0 
win over Yugoslavia, will need to 


beat a strong Danish side in Str- 
asbourg nextTiiesday to have any 
hope of reaching the semifinals. 

French manager Michel Hid- 
algo refused to revel in his side's 
performance. “We had a very 
good start and everything went 
right for us today. But you have to 
take every game as it comes," he 
said. 

“We know there are tough mat- 
ches ahead and you can always be 
surprised by the quality of the 
opposition. 1 am no more opt- 
imistic than before. The important 
thing now is to keep playing the 
way we did today." 

Belgian manager Guy Thys 
implicitly criticised his players for 
lack of effort, saying they would 
have to draw important lessons 
from their defeat — especially 
concerning their mental approach.

Helpless and bleeding from a 
cut along his left eye. Duran lay 
face down on the canvas and ref- 
eree Carlos Padilla signalled it was 
all over 67 seconds into the round. 

Hearns hammered Duran with 
about 18 unanswered punches 
before connecting with what he 
said was probably the hardest 
right he had thrown during his 
eight-year professional career. 

Duran, who had been stopped 
only once before — when he quit 
against Sugar Ray Leonard in the 
eighth round of their second fight 
— withstood the onslaught until 
Hearns connected with bis dev- 
astating right. 

It was Hearns' 39th victory aga- 
inst one defeat — a 14th round 
loss to Leonard on September 16, 
1981 . And it virtually assured him 
of a tilt at Marvin Hagleris und- 
isputed middleweight ride. 

For Duran, the defeat, was pro- 
bably the last chapter in a glorious 
17-year professional career dur- 
ing which he won three titles and 
76 of 82 fights. 

Hearns caught Duran with a 
wicked right to the head that sent 
him to the canvas on his side after

Also shattering the old mark 
were Italy's Elio de Angelis in a 
Lotus with the second fastest time 
of 1:27.139. or 182.191 kph. fol- 
lowed by PiqueL the 1983 world 
driving champion, who has yet to 
score any championship points 
this season. 

PiqueL who races for Brabham, 
was Friday's third fastest driver in 
1:27.154 seconds, or 182.160 
kph. 

“Every year we get more 
power,” Prost said when asked to 
explain Friday's record times.

Montreal” than at otter Grands 
Prix rireons. where passing is rife-.

Amsterdam gets go-ahead 
for 1992 Olympics bid 


THE HAGUE (R) — The Dutch 
government has agreed that Ams- 
terdam can formally bid to hold 
the 1992 Olympics, Prime Min- 
ister Ruud Lubbers said. 

Speaking after the weekly cab- 
inet meeting Friday night. Mr. 
Lubbers said the government had 
agreed to a request from the Ams- 
terdam authorities for a guarantee 
of 250 million guilders (S83 mil- 
lion) to meet any shortfall. 

In April the Netherlands Oly- 
mpic Committee said it favoured 
Amsterdam, who hosted the 1 928 
games, over Rotterdam as the 
Dutch candidate after both cities 
had presented proposals. 

The other cities wanting to host 
the 1992 games are Barcelona. 
Brisbane, New Delhi. Paris and 
Stockholm. 

Two special commissions are to 
be set up to study the problems 


involved and the cabinet will take 
a final decision in Augusi next 
year on the candidacy bid after 
receiving their reports. 

Amsterdam mayor Ed Van 
Thijn said the city would go all out 
to stage the Olympics. “We will 
present our candidacy on July 23 
during the Olympic Games in Los 
Angeles.” he said.

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KA VIP ALA (ft).— Uganda bas 
raised the minimum wage for gov- 
ernment employees by 500 per 
' cent, slashed sales taxes on some 
local goods and abolished its two- 
der foreign exchange rate. Pre- 
sident. Milton Obote said. 

Presenting the 1984-85 budget 
10 parliament Thursday, Mr. 
Obote said Uganda's annual 
growth rate was now 4.5 per cent 
compared with minus 1 .6 per cent 
:in iy78. when former president 
- vfr. ldi Amin was still in office. 

' Inflation had dropped to 25 per 
cent from 30 per cent last year, 
while gross domestic product had 
risen by 7,3 per cent since 1982. 

■ he said. 

. Mr. Obote announced that the 
minimum wage for civil servants 
was bung raised to 6,000 shillings 
($20) a month from the present 
1.000 shillings ($3.30).“ 

The two-tier exchange rate, int- 
roduced in 1982 at the instigation 
of the International ‘ Monetary 



Fund (IMF), fixed one rate for 
government deals and another 
rate for non-essential imports and 
foreign travel, which was set at a 
weekly currency auction. 

The system-was used to mop up 
excess money in circulation and 
counter black market exchange 
dealing. 

Mr. Obote reduced sales tax 
from 80 peT cent to 20 per cent on 
some domestic goods and sus- 
pended taxes on some staple pro- 
ducts. including locally-produced 

sugar and baking oil, for a year. 

But he raised the producer price 
of coffee, which accounts for over 
90 per cent of Uganda's foreign 
exchange earnings, by 30 shillings 
(10 cents) to 130 shillings (43 
cents) a kilogramme. 

Preliminary estimates indicated 
a financial surplus of $34 million 
for the 1983-84 financial year aga- 
inst a $92 million deficit in 1981- 
82, Mr. Obote said. He gave no 
figures for 1982-83. 


Singapore opens up further 
to skilled foreign workers 

SINGAPORE (R) — Singapore will allow skilled foreign workers, 
once shunned, to stay longer but still hopes to phase them out by 
1991. the labour ministry said Friday. 

It said the workers would be eligible for two-year work permits 
which could be extended until 1991. 

The ministry said it had approved the hiring of about 190 South 
Koreans who are expected to arrive in the next few weeks to work in 
factories. 

The influx is pan of the quesL by Singapore companies for skilled 
labour as the industrial sector revives, it said. 

Singapore last February eased its restrictions on employing skilled 
workers from Hong Kong, Macao, Taiwan and South Korea to 
ensure an adequate supply of manpower. 

South Koreans are the biggest group of foreign workers granted ' 
jobs here since the government decision. 

Local industry sources said South Korean skilled labour is cheaper 
here compared with that from other three countries. 

Government statistics showed the manufacturing sector expanded 
10 per cent in the first quarter of this year compared with a decline by 
the same margin in the first three months of 1983. 


Bolivia defaults on credits 


LA PAZ (R) — Bolivia failed to pay interest due on its foreign debt 
to commercial banks for the third successive month, economy off- 
icials said. The failure put loans made by U.S. banks to the country in 
the “ non-performing” category, which could force the banks to cover 
the shortfall out of their profits. Bolivia should have paid $7.5 million 
Friday after failing to pay the same amount in both April aod May, * 
the officials said. Economy .Minister Oscar Bonifaz said Bolivia was 
maintaining a decision last month temporarily to suspend debt rep- 
ayments on its $1.05 billion debt to commercial banks. 


U.S. industrial growth slows 

WASHINGTON (R) — U.S. industrial production expanded again 
in May but the rise of 0.4 percent was much smaller than April’s gain 
and could mean economic growth is slowing down, the Federal 
Reserve Board said Friday. The Labour Department also reported 
that wholesale prices held steady last month, and have risen by a 
modest 2.6 per cent over the past 1 2 months. Administration spo- 
kesman Mr. Larry Speakes said the reports ‘‘provided a double shot 
of confidence that the economy is not overhearing.”

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U.S. puts pressure on Argentina 


WASHINGTON (R) — The United States has dec- 
ided not to renew a $300 million loan commitment to 
Argentina until the heavily-indebted Latin Ame- 
rican country can agree with the International Mon- 
etary Fund (IMF) on economic reforms. 

agree with the IMF before Friday 
night’s midnight deadline. 

“There was just too much dis- 
tance between them,'* one said. 

The treasury had twice ext- 
ended a commitment to provide 
bridge financing for a loan pac- 
kage designed to prevent Arg- 
entina from defaulting on interest 
payments to U.S. banks. 

Mexico, Brazil. Colombia and 
Venezuela had agreed to loan 
Argentina $300 million, and the 
United Slates had guaranteed 

repayment to them once Arg- 
entina and the IMF forged an agr- 
eement on an economic plan. 

In Buenos Aires. Argentine 
Economy Minister Bernardo Gri- 
nspun told a press conference he 
had been expecting the decision to 
reject an extension of the pledge. 


The U.S. move, announced* by 
the treasury Friday, was the latest 
in a complex confrontation bet- 
ween Argentina on the one hand 
and the United States and the I MF 
.on the other. 

Argentina, with about $44 bil- 
lion of foreign debt, desperately 
needs help, but its new. 
democratically-elected gov- 
ernment feels unable to take the 
unpopular economic steps the 
IMF is prescribing in return for 
aid. 

U.S. officials said the treasury's 
move was intended as a signal to 
Argentina to seek agreement with 
the IMF quickly. 

The officials, who asked not to 
be named, said that late on Thu- 
rsday the treasury abandoned 
hope that Buenos Aires would 


“This does not change the fra- 
mework of the negotiations that- 
are being carried out to refinance 
the foreign debt." he said. 

A senior economy ministry sou- 
rce said the U.S. treasury offer to 
consider a future Argentine req- 
uest for a new loan arrangement is. 
more favourable because it does 
not have a deadline. 

In its statement Friday, the tre- 
asury said it stood ready to ent- 
ertain a request from Argentina 
fora new loan arrangement once it 
had agreed with the IMF. 

The economy ministry source 
said he did not believe Argentina 
would make great progress tow- 
ards an agreement with the IMF 
before June 30, partly because the 
IMF director will be out of Was- 
hington next week. 

In addition, Argentina's top 
economic officials will be at a mee- 
ting of Latin American debtor nat- 
ions in Colombia next week. 

The sources said the four- 
nation loan would undoubtedly be 
discussed at the meeting in Col- 
ombia, which has been called to- 


discuss the debt crisis in Latin 
America. 

The Argentine economic min- 
istry source said he understood 
Washington had decided not to 
extend the loan guarantee because 
it would have had to report its rea- 
sons to Congress. 

U.S. officials played down the 
importance of the deadline, but 
the latest move adds to worries 
about Third World debt. 

It also comes at a lime of anxiety 
over the health of the U.S. ban- 
king system, caused in part by' 
doubts about prospects for rep- 
ayment of big loans extended to 
Larin America. 

Argentina, whose economy is 
ravaged by an inflation rate of 
more than 500 percent, last Mon- 
day rejected austerity measures as 
a cure for its economic ills. 

The cancelled U.S. pledge was 
pan of a complex $500 million 
rescue package put together at the 
end of March. In a novel arr- 
angement. the four other debt- 
burdened Latin countries put up 
$300 million of that amount. 


Inflation in Israel 
nears 300 per cent 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (R) 
— Israel Friday announced grim 
new inflation figures which are 
expected to fuel trade union dem- 
ands for big pay rises before the 
general election on July 23. 

Prices in Israel rose by 14.3 per 
cent last mooth, a record for May. 
and by 293 per cent in the year 
ending in May, the Central Bur- 
eau of Statistics reported. 

Economists predict that inf- 
lation will easily top 400 per cent 
in 1 984 if it continues at its present 
rate. 

The Histadrm Trade Union 
Federation said the news justified 
the current wave of pay strikes and 
go-slows by public workers. 


Industrial action has affected 
telephone and postal services and 
the foreign ministry has turned 
away foreign diplomats. Barring a 
last-minute compromise, state 
radio and television went off the 
air at midnight. 

Existing wage agreements cus- 
hion Israelis against inflation and 
workers will receive a 16-per cent 
pay rise at the end of June because 
of last month's price inflation. 

But the Histadnn has com- 
plained that its members are still, 
not fully compensated against inf- 
lation and is pressing for new work 
contracts for 300,000 state emp- 
loyees. 


Energy prices lead to faster 
OECD inflation rate in April 


PARIS (R) — An end to the rec- 
ent widespread decline in energy 
prices led to a slight acceleration 
of inflation in major industrial, 
countries •4ri- ]May< - the Org£ 
anisation for Economic Co- 
operation and Development 
(OECD) said Friday. 

Consumer prices in the 
OECD's 24 member nations rose 
0.6 per cent during the month, 
compared with a 0.4 per cent inc- 
rease in March, the OECD said in 
a statement. 

Over the previous 12 months 
inflation was slightly lower, falling 
to 5.7 per cent from 5.8 per cent in 
the year to March. Price mov- 
ements over the previous six 
months were unchanged at 2.6 per 
cent. 

Japan still showed the slowest 
annual inflation rate, with a 2.4 
per cent rise in the year to April, 
while in West Germany and Swi- 
tzerland prices rose 3.2 per cent 

Meanwhile Britain's annual inf- 
lation rate fell slightly to 5.1 per 
cent in May and should drop to 4.5 


per cent by the end of the year, the 
British government said Friday. 

Latest figures for the retail price 
index showed that it rose 0.4 per 
■cent- in May after 1.3 per cent in. 
'April. 

Inflation for the last 12 months 
to the end of April was 5.2 per 
cent. 

Employment Secretary Tom 
King reiterated the Conservative 
government’s forecast of 4.5 per 
cent inflation by the end of the 
year but added: “I hope no one 
wQl forget our inflation rate is still 
too high in relation to our com- 
petitors." 

Mr. King said inflation would 
have been lower still had h not 
been for large price rises for sea- 
sonal foods. 

Britain's inflation rate is lower 
than that of Italy. France, Bel- 
gium, and Denmark but higher 
than Canada, the United States, 
the Netherlands, West Germany 
and Japan, according to latest fig- 
ures. 


Chrysler, Maserati to co-operate 

DETROIT (R) — Chrysler, the third largest U.S. car company, 
announced Friday it is buying a minority interest in the Italian 
high-performance carmaker Maserati. 

The Italian business group De Tomaso Industries, which with the 
Italian government bought Maserati when it hit trouble in the mid- 
1970s, is selling five per cent of the company for an undisclosed price. 

The purchase is “big for us, bui not so big for Chrysler”. De 
Tomaso lawyer Mr. Howard Chase said. 

The firms said in a statement that Chrysler and Maserati planned 
to co-operate on designing and building special production cars that 
Chrysler would sell in North America. 

Maserati, famed for the high-performance and high-cost cars it 
makes in Modena. Italy and a major name in motor racing for 
decades, has made a good recovery in recent years after turning from 
small scale to volume production. 

It now builds 5.000 cars a year, compared with only 200 pre- 
viously. Its biturbo car, introduced in Europe two years ago. is 
regarded as a key ingredient in its recovery. 


Taiwan to diversify oil imports 


TAIPEI (R) — Taiwan will div- 
ersify its oil imports to ensure sup- 
plies and step up efforts to con- 
serve energy because of the esc- 
alating Gulf war. Premier Yu 
Kuo-Hua said Friday. 

Mr. Yu's statement came after 
he was briefed by Economics Min- 
ister Hsu Li-Teh on current oil 
supply and consumption in Tai- 
wan. 

He said Taiwan would increase 


its oil purchases from Malaysia. 
Indonesia and other countries. 

Taiwan imports about 330.000 
barrels of oil a day. of which more 
than 70 per cent has coming from 
Saudi Arabia and Kuwait, Mr. 
Hsu told reporters. 

Currently, Taiwan's oil sto- 
ckpiles, totalling about 45 million 
barrels, were sufficient for four 
and a half months, he added. 


Brazil restricts loan money outflow 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil (AP) — The Brazilian government has 
set new restrictions for taking money out of the country, apparently 
aimed at halting companies from paying off some foreign loans. 

The measure Is expected to affect foreign banks and multinational 
companies. 

The government's central bank decreed that foreign loans obt- 
ained by Brazilian-based companies that are converted into risk 
capital investment must remain in the county for the same period as 
the originally contracted loan. The usual period is eight to nine years. 

The decree also requires foreign investors to agree not to rep- 
atriate. during the period of the loan, any previous investment. The 
only exceptions are loans from foreign-based companies to their 
Brazilian branches. 

The respected financial daily Gazeta Mercantil, citing an uni- 
dentified high government source, said Friday the measure was 
aimed at halting such operations, which allowed companies to imm- 
ediately send money out of the country. 

Financially strapped Brazil, which has the third world's highest 
foreign debt of nearly $100 billion, has borrowed heavily from U.S. 
and European banks and thelnternational Monetary Fund to stay 
afloat. 

Some foreign banks reportedly had been using the loan- 
conversion scheme to reduce their loan exposure in Brazil.

Shortage of pipes hinders 
Soviet oil, gas develop nent 

■MOSCOW (R) — A shortage of high-quality metal pipes is holding 
up development of vital oil and gas deposits in ihe far north of 
Siberia, the Soviet Communist Party daily Pravda said Saturday. It 
’reported that in particular plans to open up vast new gas reserves in ■ 
the northern Yaraburg peninsula were being delayed because eng- 
ineers were unable to lay new pipelines to the area. Pravda said 
high-pressure double-seamed pipes of a very high standard were 
needed in the frozen north but that Soviet production was well below 
present needs. Pravda indicated that the present shortage of 
Soviet-made pipes was due to a lack of co-ordination between dif- 
ferent bureaucracies. It said metals such as nickel and molybdenum, 
which arc needed for the high-quality steel, were not being produced 
in big enough quantities and that one ministry had cui off finance for 
developing the equipment needed to make the pipes.

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Nicaraguan troops kill 70 
rebels in latest offensive 


MANAGUA (R) — Nicaraguan troops-have killed 70 
U.S.-backed, anti-government rebels and wounded 
another 130 guerrillas in a major offensive near the 
southern border. Deputy Defence Minister Leo- 
poldo Rivas said Friday. 


1 .000 Nicaraguan refugees would 
also be driven across the border. 

The guerrillas would be dis- 
armed and interned, the officials 
said. Costa Rica, fearing a heavy 
influx of rebels could endanger the 


count ty's security, would app- 


Mr. Rivas said seven gov- 
ernment soldiers died in the off- 
ensive. dubbed “Operation Sov- 
ereignty”. Another 33 soldiers 
were wounded in the fighting, he 
added. 

Earlier Friday, a statement 
from the Democratic Rev- 
olutionary Alliance (ARDE) said 
rebels had inflicted 300 gov- 
ernment casualties during the fig- 
hting. 

Nicaraguan troops last week 
detected about 500 ARDE rebels 
in the Rio San Juan area near the 
Costa Rican border and fired 
heavy artillery to wear down and 


defeat the force, vir. Rivas said. 

Nicaraguan troops captured a 
quantity of U.S.-supplied arms 
during the operation, Mr. Rivas 
said. He added that some of the 
rebels were identified as Puerto 
Ricans. 

In Costa Rica, officials ann- 
ounced Friday the government 
had set up medical posts dose to 
the border to deal with an exp- 
ected influx of rebels and refugees 
fleeing the drive. 

More than 100 ARDE rebels 
have fled from Nicaragua since the 
offensive began and Costa Rican 
officials said they expected some 


roach outside countries to accept 
the rebels as refugees, they added. 

vlr. Rivas repeated a gov- 
ernment claim made earlier in the 
week that the rebels had fired 
mortars from positions in Costa 
Rican territory. 

CosLa Rica, which has declared 
itself neutral in regional conflicts, 
has denied the rebels used its ter- 
ritory to launch the attack. 

An ARDE spokesman said the 
guerrillas were low on amm- 
unition and supplies. Their mil- 
itary leader. Eden Pastora. is rec- 
uperating in Venezuela from a 
bomb blast at a May 30 press con- 
ference. 


Salvadorean army attacks rebels 


SAN SALVADOR. El Salvador 
(AP) — Some 3,000 government 
troops spearheaded by a U.S.- 
trained battalion have launched a 
major attack on leftist guerrillas in 
their strongholds in vforazan pro- 
vince. a high ranking military off- 
icer said Friday. 

The officer, who asked ano- 
nymity For security reasons, said 
the anti-rebel sweep began late 
Thursday with government troops 
crossing the Torola River 193 kil- 
ometres north east of the capital, 
and meeting little resistance. 

Army patrols Friday entered 
the towns of Torola and Mea- 
nguera just north of the river, 
meeting virtually no resistance. “I 


expect they'll put up a little fight 
and fade away." the officer said 
but refused to give other imm- 
ediate derails. 


One rebel tactic in the civil war 
is to force the army to mobilise as 
many troops as possible, put up a 
minimum of resistance, fade away, 
and hit targets elsewhere une- 
xpectedly. 

The officer said the operation, 
besides being an anti- rebel sweep, 
aims to establish a permanent 
government presence in vforazan 
province north of the Torola 
River, a rugged area where the 
rebels have maintained big str- 
ongholds for many years. 


The 1,200-man rapid dep- 
loyment battalion has been spe- 
cially trained in this kind of anti- 
guerrilla operation by U.S. army 
special forces trainers. 

Another 3,000 soldiers have 
been deployed on a similar sweep 
for the past four days in northern 
Cabanas province. Four gov- 
ernment soldiers were wounded in' 
a clash Thursday near the village 
of La Mesa. 70 kilometres nor- 
theast of the capital, a military 
source there said. 


Otherwise, the source, who sim- 
ilarly asked anonymity, said Fri- 
day the troops in Cabanas enc- 
ountered almost no resistance.

“We fed vlr. vleese may have 
some relevance to the case.” Law- 
yer Arthur Barens told reporters, 
vlr. Bloomingdale was a dose fri- 
end and political confidante of 
President Reagan. 

vlr. Pancoasi. 34. a former 
clerk, is accused of murdering 
ex-model Vicki viorgan. who sued 


vlr. Bloomingdale and his wife 
Betsy in 1982. claiming vlr. Blo- 
omingdale had promised to sup- 
port her for life after a 12-year 
affair. 

vlr. Bloomingdale died soon 
after vis. Morgan filed hersuil and 
a court rejected her claim to S10 
million. 

A lawyer. Robert Steinberg, 
laterclai ned he had seen sex films 
involving Ms. Morgan, Mr. Blo- 
omingJale and others, including 
two "officials of ambassadorial 
rank and a U.S. congressman. Mr. 
Steinberg subsequently reported 
the films had been stolen. 


Mr. Barens said the subpoena, 
issued in Washington, ordered 
Mr. Meese to be ready to appear 
as a witness at Mr. Pancoast's trial 
in Los Angeles at the end of next 
week. 

A witness, Sharon Porto, told 
the court this week Mr. Morgan’s 
mother.

Indian security forces 
brace for Sikh protests 


CHANDIGARH (R) — Security 
forces were on standby in the Pun- 
jab capital Saturday in pre- 
paration for Sikh protests after the 
Golden Temple battle in which 
hundreds were killed at the Sikh 
religion's holiest shrine. 

Police sources said the Sikh 
Akali Dal Party was planning a big 
protest in Chandigarh to be fol- 
lowed by a day of prayer Sunday in 
other cities throughout India. 

Throughout the troubled state, 
stunned by last week’s fighting in 
Amritsar, curfews and restrictions 
on movement were relaxed and 
life was slowly returning to nor- 
mal. 

Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
had sealed off the Punjab when 
she sent in the army to try to end 
nearly six months of attacks by 
Sikh extremist and the threat they 
and their demands posed to 
India's unity. 

Indian government intelligence 
sources said millions of dollars 
worth of heroin and other illegal 
narcotics had been found in the 
precincts of the Golden Temple in 
Amritsar, refuge for the ext- 
remists. 

Although devout Sikhs forbid 
the taking of drugs, including tob- 
acco and alcohol, the haul was to 
have been used to buy weapons 
for the extremists' attempr to set 
up a separate Sikh state in the 
Punjab, the sources, quoted by the 
Press Trust of India (PTI) news 
agency, said. 


The sources said the drugs came 
from Pakistan’s north west fro- 
ntier province beside Afg- 
hanistan, boLh major world opium 
producing regions. 

India has charged Pakistan with 
aiding the Sikh separatists. The 
government in Islamabad has den- 
ied this. 

The drugs haul was found in 
rooms once used by followers of 
extremist leader Jamaii Singh 
Bhindranwale. who died of wou- 
nds in the bitter hand-to-hand fig- 
hting at the temple. 

PTI said that in addition, gold, 
precious gems and more than 
S 300.000 in cash had also been 
recovered from wells and hiding 
places in the temple complex. 

Lt. Gen. K.S. Brar who led the 
assault on the shrine told reporters 
in Amritsar that although the bac- 
kbone of the Sikh separatist mov- 
ement had been broken, it would 
take some time to eliminate it 
completely. 

Military sources told Reuters 
that soldiers were sealing off and 
searching some Punjab villages for 
hidden armscaches and extremists 
on the run who had escaped ear- 
lier army dragnets. 

Informed sources in the Punjab 
capital said the government was 
seeking ways of preventing mod- 
erate Sikhs from joining the ext- 
remists’ cause out of anger over 
the army’s move into the shrine 
complex and the heavy casualties 
that followed.

Uruguay opposition leader sails home 


MONTEVIDEO (R) — Opf* 
osition Leader Wilson Ferreira 
Aldunate sailed home from exile 
Saturday as Uruguay's military 
government put part of the capital' 
under a virtual state of siege in a 
bid to prevent a massive wel- 
coming rally. 

Armoured cars rumbled thr- 
ough the streets of Montevideo,, 
and troops took up positions on 
rooftops in the port area. 

Radio stations broadcast rep- 
eated warnings for people to stay 
away from the rally, called by the 
opposition Blanco Party which has 
chosen Mr. Ferreira Aldunate as 
its candidate for presidential ele- 
ctions in November. 

Doctors said emergency wards 
had been cleared to receive cas- 
ualties. 

“If somebody wished for proof 
of the irrationality of this regime 


as well as its weakness — the state 
of agony which it is in — they 
would only need to observe this,” 
Mr. Ferreira Aldunate said as he 
left Buenos Aires to cross the 
River Plate on a boat packed with 
journalists and supporters. 

The 65-year-old politician, tra- 
velling with his wife, children and - 
grandchildren, faces immediate 
arrest when he steps foot on his 
home soil, 11 years after fleeing - 
into exile. 

The government has said it will 
only allow the elections if the mil- 
itary has a permanent say on sec- 
urity matters, and it has banned 
Mr. Ferreira Aldunate from tak- 
ing part. 

It warned Friday that foreign 
agitators were planning to inf- 
iltrate the rally to welcome the 
returning politician. It said dem- 
onstrators would be liable to pun- 


ishment. 


Mr. Ferreira Aldunate alleged 
before his - departure that troops 
were digging trenches and pos- 
itioning anti-aircraft guns. 

“AH that because a family is 
going to Montevideo," he said. 

The Blanco Party leader won 
the most votes in Uruguay’s last 
elections 13 years ago, but his 
Colorado Party rival was elected 
with the support of other can- 
didates. 


When the military seized power 
two years later. Mr. Ferreira Ald- 
unate was accused of links with the 
now-defunct Tupamaro Guerrilla 
group and fled the country. 

All three legal political parties 
have rejected the government's 
demands on security, and plans for 
the elections are deadlocked. 


LOS ANGELES. California 
(Agencies) — Hampig Sassounian 
was sentenced Friday to life in pri- 
son without the possibility of par- 
ole for the street corner ass- 
assination of Turkish Consul 
General Kemal Arikan here more 
than two years ago. 

Mr. Sassounian. a 21 -year-old 
Armenian immigrant, was con- 
victed of the slaying Jan. 4 by a 
jury of eight women and four men 
that deliberated more than 12 
days. 

Although jurors ruled Mr. Ari- 
kan was killed because of his nat- 
ionality — making death in the gas 
chamber one of the sentencing 
options — they recommended life 
without parole to superior court 
Judge Henry Nelson. 

As a result. Judge Nelson could 
impose no stronger sentence than 
that. He could have reduced it. 

Mr. Arikan was en route to the 
Turkish consulate in Beverly Hil- 
lson Jan. 28. 1982. when he was 
struck by bullets fired through the 
window of his car while it was sto- 
pped at a street corner on Wilshire 
Boulevard. 


Witnesses to the shooting here 
said two men rushed the car. Sas- 
sounian was traced through the 
get-away car s licence plate. 

Authorities have been unable to 
locate a second man alleged to 
have been involved. Rrikor Sal- 
iba. 22. 

After the shooting, several new s 
agencieswcre contacted by people 
identifying themselves as mem- 
bers of the Justice Com mt of 

the Armenian Genocide and cla- 
iming responsibility for the ass- 
assination. 

Mr. Sassounian's attorney. Paul 
Geragos. said he would appeal on 
behalf of his client. 

“He didn’t do it for personal 
gain or glory.” Mr. Geragos saiJ. 
“ U he did this crime, he was doing 
it for his people.” 

Deputy District Attorney (pro- 
secutor) Lael Rubin said Mr. Sas- 
sounian took pan in the ass- 
assination in retribution for what 
he believed was the massacre of 
1 .5 million Armenians at the hand 
of the Turks in 1915. Successive 
Turkish governments have dented 
the allegation.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pre- 
sident Junius Jayewardene of Sri 
Lanaka can expect during a state 
visit here next week to be pressed 
by President Ronald Reagan and 
other U.S. officials to solve the bit- 
ter ethnic conflict that exploded in 
bloody violence in his tiny island 
republic less than a year ago. and 
left about 400 people dead and 
millions of dollars worth of dam- 
age. 

“We intend to comment Pre- 
sident Jayewardene for his efforts 
thus far and to tell him that it is 
most urgent that a solution be 
found", a senior State Dep- 
artment official told reporters Fri- 
day, on the eve of Mr. Jay- 
ewardene’s arrival in the U.S. 

The official, who cannot be ide- 
ntified by name under news bri- 
efing rules, also voiced U.S. opp- 
osition to the campaign of the isl- 
and's Tamil minority to separate 
from the Sinhalese majority to 
form an independent country. 

Mr. Reagan is to give a White 
House welcome to the 77- 
year-old Jayewardene on Mon- 


day. and the Sri Lankan Icaderwill 
spend the next two days meeting 
with administration officials and 
congressional leaders. 

Mr. Jayewardene also has sch- 
eduled visits to New Mexico. Nia- 
gara Falls, and New York City. 

During vlr. Jayewar dene's visit 
the United States and Sri Lanka 
plan to sign an agreement on sci- 
entific and technical co-operation. 

Sri Lanka, a small island off the 
coast of India, broke into the news 
when Tamil separatist terrorists 
ambushed and killed 13 gov- 
ernment soldiers in the pre- 
dominantly Tamil non hern pro- 
vince last July, setting off cou- 
ntrywide rioting by the dominant 
Sinhalese in which the death toll 
neared 400. 

Tamil terrorists last month abd- 
ucted and held for five days an 
American couple working in Sri 
Lanka, demanding release of 20 
political prisoners and $2 million 
ransom. The demands were not 
met and Stanley and Mary Allen 
were freed unhurt. 


Democrats close ranks behind Vlondale as Hart drive falters

WASHINGTON — While Walter 
Mondale loafs in the sun and pon- 
ders choices for a running mate, 
his rival Gary Hart seems to be 
getting nowhere in a dogged quest 
to keep the Democratic pre- 
sidential nomination race going. 

With one month to go before 
the opposition party opens its’ 
nominating convention on July 
1 6. Reuters asked Sen. Hart aides, 
how the Colorado senator had 
fared in his drive to woo delegates 
while his rival took a seaside hol- 
iday. 

One uncommitted delegate has 
gone to Sen. Han since the pri- 
mary elections ended on June 5, 
Hart aide Michael Levy said. 

A few more “uncommitteds,” 

out of a possible pool of more than 
700, have given informal ind- 
ications they prefer Sen. Hart. 

No one has yet defected from 
Mr. Mondale’s apparently ins- 
urmountable majority of nearly 
2,000 convention delegates. 

For all Sen. Hart's claims that 
he would be more “electable” aga- 
inst President Reagan, his sit- 
uation seemed well summed up by 
House of Representatives Spe- 
aker Thomas O’Neill at a recent 


meeting. 

The old party leader threw an 
arm around Sen. Han’s shoulder 
and said, “You’ll make a great 
president, but not this year.” 

The apparent decompression of 
Sen.

and the low-keyed way he is con- 
ducting himself, have raised hopes 
in party circles that a nasty con- 
vention struggle may yet be ave- 
rted and that the party is pulling 
itself together after a bitter pri- 
mary campaign. 

“ Hart is showi ng some class and 
dignity in the way he’s prospecting 
for delegates,” said one veteran 
Democratic Party insider, who 
noted that the senator has pledged 
not to divide the party and has 
ceased all attacks on Mr. Mon- 
dale. 

“He’s resisted the sore losers 
who wanted him to scorch the 
earth of the Democratic Party." 

As a result, party professionals 
are now talking privately but with 
increasing optimism of prospects 
that Sen. Harf s quest may wind 
down gently over the next month. 

They are hoping Sen. Hart, 
while pressing for policy items in 
the 1 984 campaign platform, will 
drop a threatened challenge aga- 
inst Mr. Mondale delegates at 
convention meetings on rules and 
credentials. 

They then hope that, at the con- 
vention, Sen. Hart will have his 
name put in nomination, make a 
rousing speech in the limelight and 
bow out in favour of Mr. Mondale 
and unity as balloons cascade 
down. Democrats embrace and 
bands play “happy days are here 
again.” 

Implicit in such a rosy scenario 
is that Sen. Hart will talk and act as 
though the race is still on until the 
very end. That is what he and all 


his campaign aides are doing. 

He makes 20 or more phone 
calls to fence-sitting convention 
delegates each day, reminding 
them that he won more primaries 
— albert mostly smaller ones — 
than Mr. Mondale and arguing 
that the party needs a new gen- 
eration of leaders. 

Like the former Vice President 
Mondale. Sen. Hart hit the cam- 
paign trail again this weekend to 
Texas and California, where party 
leaders were formally selecting 
the last few convention delegates. 

“We want to go to the con- 
vention with as many delegates as 
we can” said Chief Campaign 
Spokesman Kathy Bushkin. “ You 
never know what may happen 
there,” 


talk of a Hart-Mondale “dream 
ticket” is reviving. 

One well-informed Democratic 
source told Reuters that Sen. Hart 
advisers themselves have been 
sounding out Mr. Mondale aides 
and key party leaders on that very 
prospect.

In any case, the signs of rec- 
onciliation have led some analysts 
to conclude that the main threat to 
Democratic unity now comes not 
from Sen.

Rev. Jackson was also expected 
to lay his reform demands before 
the convention's platform-writing 
committee, which starts work on 
Monday, and the rules and cre- 
dentials committees meeting later. 

Democratic officials see little or 
no hope of satisfying him before 
convention time. The likely com- 
promise is agreement to appoint 
another commission to revise . 
party rules for the future.

Roosevelt’s 
secretary dies 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Grace 
G. fully, personal secretary to the 
late U.S. President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, died Friday of cancer 
at George Washington Universiiv 
Hospital. She w as 83. Miss Tully. a 
native of Bayonne. New Jersey, 
served Mr. Roosevelt both while 
he was governor of New York 
State from 192 9 to 1933 and dur- 
ing his 12 years in the White 
House. After Mr. Roosevelt’s 
death in 1945. the final year of 
World War II. Miss Tully joined 
the staff of the FDR Foundation. 
In 1950 she went to work for the 
Senate Democratic Party Policy 
Committee, remaining there until 
her retirement in 1 965. Author of 
the memoir FDR. My Boss. Miss 
Tully is survived by a sister and 
niece. 


Walesa will never 
leave Poland 


NEW YORK { AP) — Come what 
may. solidarity leader Lech Wal- 
esa and his family will never leave 
Poland, his wife says in a magazine 
interview." Wc belong here,” dec- 
lared Danuta Walesa in the int- 
erview- in the July issue of Ladies' 
Home Journal. "How could we 
abandon our country and the peo- 
ple who depend on Lech's lea- 
dership? And nothing would ple- 
ase the government better than to 
see all nine of us emigrate. Gelling 
rid of Lech would indeed solve 
many problems for them. Oh, no. 
the Walesas are definitely sta- 
ying.” Mrs. Walesa. 35, recalled 
the night in December 1981 when 
her husband was arrested and 
imprisoned. Eight months pre- 
gnant at the ti me . she said. “1 
could not have carried on without 
faith. But I had moments when J 
was terrified to be alone and to 
have live without (Lech) at my 
side. She tokj her interviewer at 
the apanment she shares with her 
husband and seven children on the 
outskirts of Gdansk that her fear 
for the safety of her husband and 
tairuiy still persists, but added: ”1 
am very, very busy, so I don’t have 
nuwh lime ’to brood over things. 
The only times 1 worry arc when I 
come up against peoples’ in will or 
intent to do mischief. I find that 
frightening. I worry about the con* 
sequences it might have for all 
nine of us.” Mrs. Walesa said her 
husband suffers from ulcers and 
ought to take it easy. But she adds 
that he is “a difficult patient and 
never follows doctors’ orders.” 
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
